Derby winner, Eclipse champion 

Group I winner in England, United States and Canada, *Snow Knight won the 1974 
Epsom Derby in the second fastest time since World War II. Racing in the United States 
at 4, he ran up consecutive victories in the Seneca, Brighton Beach and Manhattan 
Handicaps, Man o’ War Stakes and Canadian International Championship. His brilliant 
fall campaign earned him the Eclipse Award as America’s Champion Grass Horse of 
1975. 

*Snow Knight’s pedigree presents a marvelous meld of speed and stamina. Sire 
Firestreak, one of the best milers of his generation, was unbeaten at 4 and is a grandson 
of Pharis, sire of five Derby winners in Europe. Classic stamina is the predominant 
influence contributed by his dam Snow Blossom, whose family is that of classic 
winners Chamossaire, Big Game, Hopeful Venture, etc.

Remembering Janon Fisher, Jr. 

There is a sadness in beginning a new year 
with the realization that Janon Fisher, Jr., is 
no longer with us. I met him first as a child, 
and never will he be out of mind. 

My mother and father were very happy 
when his parents purchased The Caves, the 
old, old Carroll estate. My parents and the 
Fishers were great friends. 

The Fishers had four children—Janon, 
Katherine (a beautiful girl), Murray and 
Louis. After they moved in. Mother, Daddy, 
Horace, Robert and I drove in our buckboard 
to call on them. Up the Garrison road to the 
Caves road, we trotted. In spite of the dusty 
roads, the drive was lovely. The fall coloring 


was gorgeous, the nip was pleasant after a 
hot, dry summer. And the road was exciting 
as we wandered through the great forest. 

Since we had only cousins living near us, 
my brothers and I were intrigued at the 
thought of meeting new neighbors.

I hunted from age 10 to 60 and think Janon 
was the Master of Masters. 

He knew hounds, horses, country and 
people. 

After we gave part of our country to the 
Harford Hunt Club, we were entitled to go 
up there to hunt for two weeks in every 
season. 

Planning a trip to the Harford country was 
no casual undertaking. 

It was decided that Janon would hunt our 
hounds on alternate days. 

He would have to be perfectly turned out. 
Horace was definite on this point. 

The trip was 25 miles. Horace rode one 
hunter. My brother Joe drove one of Hor¬ 
ace's hunters in the high cart with tack, 
blankets, buckets, etc. 

On the first day, Janon hunted his 
hounds. He gave the New Yorkers and 
Pennsylvanians good sport. Among the field 
were Bryce Wing, Ambrose Clark, Joe Flana¬ 
gan, the Loews, Chestons and Henrys. 

Frank Voss, a perfectionist, noted only a 
few gaiters, stocks improperly tied and 
throat latches too tight. My cousin, an artist, 
was a stickler for form. 

The third day was again Janon's. 

He has a twinkle in his eye. He knows he is 
handsomely turned out on a fine horse. Ru¬ 
mor, whom he dearly loves. 

Janon puts his hounds into a covert, with¬ 
out luck. He tries another. A voice. And then 
such music! Janon blows his horn. Out he 
comes into the open. He sees the fox and 
hounds going down a steep bank and across 
a stream. 

Rumor, not breaking his stride, faced the 
stream and leaped over it. 


Someone said "My God!" None dared to 
follow. 

No one saw Janon again that day—except 
for a whip who happened to be on the other 
side of the stream. Janon, the whip and the 
hounds followed that dog fox so far up coun¬ 
try that they had difficulty finding their way 
back to the club. 

Horace was not out that day. But even had 
he been there, I doubt that he (or even the 
devil) would have stayed with Janon and his 
hounds. 

Too soon, Janon resigned the Mastership 
and went into Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing. 

Horace died. My mother gave me Ace, his 
hunter. 

In 1929 I started the riding department at 
Garrison Forest School. The heads were 
Nancy Offutt and Jean Marshall. 

I took the girls foxhunting, recalling to 
them what Gaylord Clark once said: "Get 
yourself a hunter, and you can ride into any¬ 
one's parlor." 

One day on a ride from the school with five 
seniors, we visited The Caves to see the 
mares and foals. 

We wandered out into a big field where we 
found Janon and his men working with their 
race horses. Sitting in the sun in the middle 
of that field was Margie. She was surround¬ 
ed by buttercups. A picture I can never for- 
get! 

I had heard that women are more beautiful 
when pregnant. But I hadn't realized it until 
that moment. She was sitting there wearing 
a big, floppy hat with a blue blouse (making 
her eyes bluer) and a full rust skirt spread so 
her two-year-old daughter could nestle 
close. She held a fat, beautiful baby in her 
arms. A dog, feeling loved and wanted, lay 
beside her. 

Through the years, this picture has always 
been with me. I hope the Garrison school 
girls remember it sometimes. It was some¬ 
thing no artist could put on canvas. It was 
incomparable beauty we saw with the naked 
eye. 

Janon and Margie made the world a hap¬ 
pier place to live in. They had deep love for 
each other, and for their children, friends 
and way of life. Their integrity could never 
have been questioned. /Suzanne V. Whihnan

Nobody can explain how Heather Hayes 
became addicted to the horse business at 
such a tender age, but the fact is that the 
14-year-old daughter of an Upper Marlboro 
veterinarian is already deeply involved with 
Thoroughbreds as an owner, breeder, train¬ 
er and exercise girl. 

She carries sales catalogues to her ninth 
grade class, bids for herself at horse auctions 
and will this September be a consignor to the 
Eastern Fall Yearling Sales. 

If there are such things as child prodigies 
in the horse business. Heather is most cer¬ 
tainly a member of that group. She can recite 
pedigrees with the air of a Federico Tesio, 
explain conformation defects like a Ben Jones 
and charm men like a Greta Garbo. 

Her knowledge of Thoroughbreds as¬ 
tounds her mother and father. As for her 
sister and two brothers—they never have 
been much interested in the passion which is 
so evident in this child. 

Heather made her first purchase at the 
1979 Maryland Winter Mixed Sale at Timon- 
ium. With some financial help from her fath¬ 


er (Dr. John E. Hayes), she acquired a brood¬ 
mare named Traditional Hitch, now 12, for 
$5,500. The mare was in foal to Nijinsky ITs 
promising young son Dancing Champ. 

Now, a year later. Traditional Hitch has 
produced a colt which Heather plans to sell 
in the Eastern Fall Sales. The mare is due to 
foal in April to the cover of Friend's Choice 
and will probably be bred back to Due Dili¬ 
gence. 

Additionally, Heather will see her own 
racing colors on the track this spring when 
her 3-year-old Purple Grape makes her de¬ 
but. Foaled and raised at Dr. and Mrs. 
Hayes' 110-acre Recuperation Farm in 
Croom (Md.), Purple Grape is now regarded 
as Heather's property. Says her father: "I 
bought the mare and should rightfully be the 
owner of the foal. But somehow or other, she 
belongs to Heather. I really can't explain 
how that evolved." 

Smiling at her father with charm and a 
touch of compassion. Heather replied: "Oh, 
Daddy, I explained it all to you a hundred 
times. I do all the work on Purp, and you pay 
the bills until she starts earning money."

It is no exaggeration to say that Heather is 
an operator. 

Last year, for example, she conned Bob 
Beall into giving her a free service to Friend's 
Choice who had a full book at a $2,500 stud 
fee. And last month she went to New York's 
Waldorf-Astoria as the guest of Jiggs Lan¬ 
caster so that she could attend the Eclipse 
award ceremony at which Mr. Lancaster was 
honored for Star de Naskra. 

"It was the greatest thing," says Heather 
of her New York experience. "I met Billy 
duPont, Lenny Goodman, Laffit Pincay, 
Cash Asmussen ..." Her voice trailed off, 
tears filling her eyes at the thought of that 
wonderful night. 

Says Mrs. Hayes: "Heather went up on 
the train with Jiggs' four grown children. 
She shared a suite at the Waldorf with Jean 
Prather (a friend of Mr. Lancaster's). Jean 
was tremendously amused by her at the din¬ 
ner. She said Heather kept eyeing the 


crowd, pointing out dignitaries. Every time 
she spotted one she recognized from photo¬ 
graphs, she'd run over and introduce her¬ 
self." 

There's nothing shy (nor boastful) about 
Heather. 

She approaches those she wants to meet 
with a firm, strong step. Her face carries a 
confident smile. She sticks out her hand and 
says: "I'm Heather Hayes. You're Mr. du¬ 
Pont, aren't you?" 

How did she get interested in this busi¬ 
ness? Where did it all begin? 

"Heather was 4 years old when we bought 
her a pony," says Mrs. Hayes. "John and I 
both come from Charles county. We never 
knew much about or even wanted Thor¬ 
oughbreds. We both love to foxhunt. I was 
secretary for the Marlborough Hunt Club for 
nine years. John was a whip for five. When 
Heather was 6 years old, she went from her 
pony to a horse. You couldn't get her out of 
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Heather grooms Traditional Hitch, a mare 
she bought at the 1979 Winter Mixed Sale whose 
Dancing Champ yearling colt she will sell 
this fall. Mare is in foal to Friend's Choice. 

the barn—except to go foxhunting." 

How did she happen to shift from the 
Hayes family's cold-blooded horses to Thor¬ 
oughbreds? 

"Mostly," says Heather, "from reading 
The Maryland Horse. I saved every copy. 
And then when we moved here (in 1975), all 
my Maryland Horses got lost. I had to start 
all over again." 

Dr. Hayes added: "I'm a country vet 
(graduate of the University of Georgia) with 
a practice that's about 50-50 for large animals 
and small animals. One of my first Thor¬ 
oughbred clients was Hal Clagett (owner of 
Weston Farm in Upper Marlboro). On a call 
there one day. Heather happened to go with 
me. She was intrigued by those horses. After 
that, she'd check with me on where my calls 
would take me. If it was a Thoroughbred 
farm (Clagett, Lancaster, Beall, etc.), she'd 
hop in the truck and go along with me. 

"Pretty soon, she knew more about Thor¬ 
oughbreds than either Terry (Mrs. Hayes) or 
me. In fact, we haven't caught up with her 
yet. There's a good chance we never will." 

"The thing that really hooked her," says 
Terry Hayes, "was the Ruffian-Foolish Plea¬ 
sure match race (1975). She talked for a week 
about that race before it came off. Then she 
was devastated by the outcome. (Ruffian 
fractured her leg and was destroyed.)" 

All of this race horse talk was a little both¬ 
ersome to John and Terry Hayes. "Up to 
then," says the vet, "I was concentrating on 
breeding half-bred hunters. At first I used 
Percheron mares and bred them to Thor¬ 
oughbred stallions. But the foals had such 
big heads. After a while, I went the other 
way. Bought a Percheron stallion and started 
breeding him to Thoroughbred mares. 

"We were looking for nice riding horses. 
Something a person would enjoy hunting. 

"And then along comes Heather. She got

me to take her to a Timonium auction in the 
winter of 1977. We're sitting there with no 
intention of buying, and when this mare 
Betty Biscay came in the ring she started 
jabbing me with her elbow. 

"Well, the bidding on her was brisk. So I 
thought I'd respond to Heather by raising 
my hand just once. You know, so I could at 
least say that I bid on a horse for her. Well, I 
raised my hand at $900, and there was im¬ 
mediately a complete silence. Not a single 
other bid from anybody! That was how I 
bought our first Thoroughbred at an auction 
sale. 

"The mare was in foal to Executive Officer. 

"When it was time for her to foal. Heather 
slept in the bam. Then one night we had a 
pony club meeting, and Heather was sup¬ 
posed to go. But when she brought in that 
mare that night, she shook her head. 'She's 
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Heather continued 

gonna foal tonight/ she said. 'I can't go to 
the meeting.' 

"So I went to the meeting by myself. Terry 
stayed in the bam with Heather. And while I 
was at the meeting, the mare did foal. And 
she did have trouble. One leg was twisted 
back. They had to work like the devil to get 
that foal pushed back and the leg straight¬ 
ened out. If they hadn't been there, it would 
have been a disaster." 

That was how Purple Grape arrived on the 
scene. A filly by Executive Officer out of the 
$900 mare Betty Biscay. 

How did the filly come to be named Purple 
Grape? 

"Well," replied Heather, "when I was 
young . . . (pause for laughter around the 
room). Well, when I was younger, I used to 
dream up all these weird names I would 
have for my horses. Purple Grape was one of 
them. But I call her Purp. 

"I broke her myself. In fact, until she went 
to the race track last month she had never 
had a single other person on her back. And 
Daddy's trainer (Phil Capuano) says she 
acted like an old horse the first day she went 
on the track. Walked right through the start¬ 
ing gate, just like it was nothing. 

"She's breezed a couple of times now. 
Slow. But he says she can mn. So far, he's 
only been educating her. On Saturday, he's 
going to work her a half. They're going to let 
her roll." 

Why is Heather planning to sell the Danc¬ 
ing Champ—Traditional Hitch yearling at 
Timonium this year? 

"Because he ought to bring a good price, 
and with that money I can buy another 
broodmare," replied Heather. 

Asked whom she would breed Traditional 
Hitch to this year. Heather replied: "I like 
first-year stallions because you can sell their 
yearlings before anybody has a chance to 
knock them as race horses. I'm sort of lean¬ 
ing to Due Diligence. He's earned $275,000. 
That's what I like to see. A good race horse 
who won his races in good company." 

At mention of Due Diligence, Dr. Hayes 
raised his eyebrows in surprise. 

"This is the first I've heard about it," he 
said. 
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"Well," interjected Mrs. Hayes, "if you'd 
talk to her a little more you'd find out what's 
going on." 

"Daddy's always so busy," countered 
Heather, defensive for her father. "I try to 
tell him, but he's tired or going out on a call 
or something." 

How many auction sales has Heather at¬ 
tended? 

"Only Saratoga and the ones at Timon¬ 
ium," she replied. 

Explaining the Saratoga trip, Mrs. Hayes 
said that in response to Heather's repeated 
suggestion that they attend that auction, 
they made a family camping trip out of it last 
summer. 

The boys (Shawn, 12, and Brett, 11) want¬ 
ed to swim and fish. Marcee, 18, didn't want 
to either swim, fish or visit Saratoga. So 
Marcee stayed home and ran the farm while 
the others went to Saratoga in a trailer- 
camper. (Marcee, explains her mother, was 
later given a separate vacation with her par¬ 
ents.) 

"There was only one horse I saw at Sara¬ 
toga that I liked," says Heather. "Oh, no, 
that's not true. I liked lots of them. But there 
was only one that I really, truly wanted. He 
was a Secretariat colt out of Show Stopper. 
He sold for $300,000." 

"A little out of our price range," mur¬ 
mured her father rolling his eyes ceiling- 
ward. 

"It was a great trip," continued Heather. 
"We were there when Mr. Lancaster won the 
$100,000 Whitney with Star de Naskra. He 
invited us into the winner's lounge. We had 
champagne, even!" 

For a ninth grader at Riverdale Baptist 
School, the champagne sounded a bit out of 
line. It didn't cause any trouble, did it? 

"Oh," said Dr. Hayes, "don't worry about 
Heather's education. She gets mostly A's 
and B's in school. But I'm no education freak. 
If she wants to go to the race track after 
school, that'll be all right with me. But the 
thought of it is killing her grandmother."

Asked what she wanted to do at the tracks. 
Heather replied, "Be a trainer."

"I think she ought to be a bloodstock 
agent," said Terry Hayes. "That's where the 
real money is, and that's where she has the 
knowledge." 

"Yeah," agreed the father, "if she worked 
on her text books the way she works on those 
sales catalogues . . . Why she takes them to 
bed with her and the next day takes them to 
school with her." 

Asked if she got catalogues mailed to her 
from any sales company other than the ones 
at Timonium, she replied: "Yes. Nelson 


Bunker Hunt sends them to me." 

That brought a raised eyebrow. For a mo¬ 
ment it sounded like Mr. Hunt was Heath¬ 
er's good friend. "Oh, no," laughed her 
father, "I think those Hunt catalogues are 
mailed out from the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's list." 

What happens. Heather, if your 3-year- 
old filly (Purple Grape) runs bad. How will 
you repay your father for all of those training 
bills? 

"Oh," she replied, "it's a game with a lot 
of luck in it. If we lose there, we'll get it back 
later on. Just remember that Jim Ryan's first 
horse ran last at Charles Town. And then he 
came up with Quadratic, Smart Angle and 
Smarten!" □

Even after her filly Itsa 
Bitter Day scor^ an upset nose decision in 
Bowie's $40,000 Virginia Belle Stakes last 
month, she attended to her duties as owner- 
breeder-groom of the 3-year-old added- 
money winner. 

While most post-race conversations with 
winning owners are conducted near the win¬ 
ner's circle, any member of the press desir¬ 
ing quotes from the 26-year-old Derby Hill 
Farm manager first had to obtain the stew¬ 
ards' permission (according to Maryland rac¬ 
ing rules) and then begin trekking back to the 
receiving bam. One writer did. 

"Dale Austin (staff correspondent for the 
Sun) said after the race he never had had to 
come back here before," Ms. Christiansen 
said. "He told me that he had no reason to, I 
guess because every other owner and trainer 
would have a groom take the horse back to 
the bam while they accepted the winning 
trophy and went up into the clubhouse. But I 
still had to cool out the filly and get her ready 
to ship back to Laurel (where Glazier's 
horses are stabled). With all that work to do I 
just didn't have time for the reporters and 
the trophy. But that's the way Les is and 
from being around her it must have mbbed 
off on me. 

"Les mns a different kind of outfit. Up 
until a year ago she did all her own exercis¬ 
ing. In fact, she still has only one full-time 
worker. I try to help her out whenever she 
needs me. Most of the backstretch horsemen 
and parking lot guards think I'm her daugh¬ 
ter. Rather than correcting them every time I 
find it easier to just play along," she said, 
shrugging her shoulders. 

"Of all the horses Les and I have had, Itsa 
Bitter Day probably will be the first we have 
come into the clear with," she said about her 
$42,655-eamer. "She's just a little filly that 
tries hard. Les says she's game. Coming 
from her that's a compliment. 

"When you pay $50,000 or $100,000 for a 
broodmare you expect a lot. But I got Bit- 
teredith (the filly's dam) from a farm client

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for one dollar after she broke down at 
Charles Town, the stipulations being I give 
her a good home and don't sell her. If you 
look at her in the field with the other heavy 
mares you'd never think she was the dam of 
a stakes winner. With that big ankle and 
knee and her small hind end, she doesn't 
look like one. Who would have thought 
breeding a $1 mare with a complimentary 
service to Itsa Great Day would throw a filly 
like Itsa Bitter Day?" (She is the 22-year-old 
stallion's first stakes winner.) 

"The filly is the first foal that I have raised 
and raced myself," Susan continued. "I 
would have broken and schooled her as well 
but Bill (Holmes, the owner of Derby Hill 
and husband of Leslie Glazier) won't let me 
work on the training track since I broke my 
arm two years ago." 

As Susan explained the background of her 
first stakes winner the hazards of handling 
fractious race horses became apparent. On 
her left forearm are two small parallel scars 
from the operation to set the double fracture 
she suffered while working with a green 
horse. She has almost regained full use of the 
wrist. Her knees, aggravated from high 
school field hockey injuries, are arthritic and 
often painful after riding. Like many horse¬ 
men, a couple of her fingers have been either 
jammed or broken several times and, too, are 
occasionally prone to arthritis. Aside from 
these little discomforts, Susan offers no com¬ 
plaints. 

"After seeing the way Bitteredith treated 
Itsa Bitter Day as a foal my ailments don't 
seem significant. Whenever the filly would 
try to nurse while the mare was eating, Edith 
would bite and kick out at the defenseless 
little thing. Once we started tying up the 
mare with a lead shank there was no prob¬ 
lem. But Edith sure was tough on her first 
foal." 

Susan began working for Derby Hill Farm, 
near Mt. Airy, in the summer of her sopho¬ 
more year at South Carroll high school, near¬ 
ly 11 years ago. Her sister Peggy was work¬ 
ing on the farm and from frequent trips there 
she soon began helping out when necessary. 
Upon graduating from high school at age 16 
(she took the state-required English course 
that summer, skipping her senior year), she 
attended Hood College in Frederick. After a 
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year she found herself dreading the routine 
of academia and longing to be back full-time 
with horses. 

At that time there were approximately 30- 
40 horses at Derby Hill, compared to twice 
that number now. Soon they began breaking 
horses for clients on the farm's four-tenths of 
a mile training track. Since then they have 
constructed an adjacent turf course. 

The stallion populahon also has expanded 
from one (Itsa Great Day) back in 1973 to 
four: Dr. Hurt, Graustark Bolero, What a 
Rogue and Itsa Great Day. Susan says the 
farm's improvemehts are due mostly to the 
efforts of Bill Holmes and Leslie Glazier, 
husband and wife owners of the 80-acre Car- 
roll county farm. 

In addition to her sister Peggy (who re¬ 
joined the farm after attending college) the 
full-time employees at Derby Hill currently 
are Pat Brunst, David Hockensmith and farm 
trainer Norman Hoff. When the horses go 
back into training, after the snow and cold 
weather give way to spring, exercise boys 
and additional help are hired. 

In the spring more and more time is dedi¬ 
cated to foaling, teasing and breeding the 
broodmares, often creating lO-to-12, some¬ 
times 14-hour, work days. 

"I am on call every night. We delivered 42 
foals here last year, the most ever. This year 
should be pretty close to that sum. The tele¬ 
vision cameras we had installed in five of the 
foaling stalls have helped considerably. Bill 
just calls me whenever a mare is foaling." 

One of the expectant broodmares is Bit¬ 
teredith. She is carrying a Graustark Bolero 
foal due the middle of March. She currently 
has an unraced 2-year-old full brother to the 
stakes winner named Bitter Irish and last 
year the 7-year-old Equilibrium mare had a 
Dr. Hurt filly. 

"I guess you could say I am horse poor," 
Susan said. "Counting the three horses I 
have at home (on her family's farm nearby) I 
will have eight, if all goes right. And yes, the 
young ones will go to Leslie when they go 
into training. She's my trainer and I would¬ 
n't have it any other way. 

"It will be a sad loss to the horse world," 
Susan added, "the day Les decides to give it 
up." □

When Denim Gal galloped to an easy 
five-length win in Laurel's Cameo Stakes in 
late December, Joseph P. Pons thought 
Country Life Farm's years of frustration 
were finally coming to an end. 

But then the 3-year-old filly ran back in an 
allowance race at Bowie and after registering 
a comfortable three-length tally was disqual¬ 
ified for impeding the runner-up. In her next 
start (Bowie's $40,000 Virginia Belle Stakes), 
Denim Gal was 4-to-5 favorite and, after 
leading most of the way, got zapped on the 
wire for a nose loss to Itsa Bitter Day. 


"Maybe," said the 57-year-old co-owner 
of the 100-acre Bel Air farm, "God is trying to 
save us from being bums. It's better to be 
poor and energetic than be ruined by 
wealth." 


Denim Gal, a daughter of Big Brave and 
the Isendu mare Cotton, was bred and raised 
at Country Life. Because she was bred by 
Country Life in partnership with the late C. 
Lamar Creswell, Sr., the filly was sold (for 
$1,500) as a weanling to help settle Mr. Cres- 
well's estate. 

Country Life is a family-owned and oper¬ 
ated farm, founded in 1933 by the late 
Adolphe Pons, father of brothers Joe and 
John, both of whom live on the property 
with their own large families. 

John, 61, is a former president of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association. 


The success of Denim Gal is important to 
Country Life not only because of breeder 
awards but, even more importantly, because 
Country Life still owns Cotton, dam of the 
stakes winner. 

"One good horse can turn any farm opera¬ 
tion around," says Joe. "If Cotton comes 
through for us as the dam of an important 
runner, then we're on our way again. It's 
been a long wait for something good to hap¬ 
pen. 

"Back when we stood the young stallions 
Saggy, Rash Prince and Big Brave in the late 
1950's and 1960's we had a money-making 
operation. Each of those stallions was get¬ 
ting 40 or more mares. Our cash flow was 
excellent. Those stallions carried the farm. 
Whatever else came in was profit. 

"Then came the years of frustration. 

"We would get so close with so many 
promising young horses. It was one long

series of good prospects getting hurt, dying 
even. Horses like Prince of Israel (died). 
Prince of Space (bowed). Fort Robinson 
(bowed). They were good horses, briefly. 

"And then our farm suffered the same 
problems shared by other Maryland breed¬ 
ers. When the Maryland Fund began in 1962, 
the state attracted national interest. Business 
was great. But other states copied our pro¬ 
gram and improved on it. Gradually, Mary¬ 
land sank back into obscurity. 

"But the new breeders bill passed last year 
by the General Assembly is reviving our in¬ 
dustry. Finally, we've got something to fight 
with. It's such a good program now that 
most of the other states are looking at us 
again with envy." 

And, at Country Life, Joe feels he has stal¬ 
lions worth breeding to in Big Brave (now 
20), Mitey Prince, Dress Extra and Smooth 
As Satin. Supporting these four stallions are 
15 mares owned either totally or partially by 
Country Life Farm. 







Asking that he not be censured for his 
optimism, Joe added: "I've got to think that 
our own children have a future here on the 
farm. If I'm wrong—well, this real estate is 
worth a lot. They're building the town of Bel 
Air up around us on all sides." 

Joe and his wife, Mary Jo, have three sons 
and two daughters. John and wife Yvonne 
have three daughters and one son. Of the 
children, it is Joe's offspring who seem most 
likely to continue on at Country Life with a 
horse operation. 

"Pride in our children," says Joe, "is our 
most satisfying accomplishment. They all 
seem to be working fairly successfully, and 
there can't be any doubt about them loving 
the horse business." 

Norah, 27, is in the barns every day, work¬ 
ing with her father as his No. 1 assistant. 
Andrew, 26, has been working at Kentucky 
horse farms for several years and is also a 
licensed trainer. He will return to Country 


Life this spring to take up residence there 
with his bride Jane Thissen (a former em¬ 
ployee at The Blood-Horse). 

Then there are Josh (Joseph P., Jr, 25), 
Michael, 23, and Alice, 21. 

Josh, formerly a standout writer for The 
Blood-Horse, is now in law school at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky. While at The Blood- 
Horse, he won several national awards, in¬ 
cluding an honorable mention for an Eclipse 
trophy. His leave of absence from the maga¬ 
zine was made possible by the sale (for 
$20,000) of a horse which he owned in part¬ 
nership with Andrew. 

Michael is a staff writer for this magazine, 
while Alice is planning to join VISTA so that 
she can work with migrant laborers in Mis¬ 
sissippi. 

"When Andrew comes home," says his 
father, "we'll be able to change our opera¬ 
tion. Instead of selling most of our young 
horses or making deals on them with train-

ers, we'll let him train them. Then we'll be 
able to sell them at the race tracks or lose 
them in claiming races. It should make 
things better for all of us." 

None of John's four children (John P., Jr., 
Mrs. Carol Hopkins, Debbie and Weezie) are 
employed by Country Life on a regular basis, 
although all had jobs there as children. 

Country Life (the farm at which Carry 
Back was conceived) has for nearly 50 years 
been one of Maryland's best known nurser¬ 
ies. Adolphe, the founder, was an interna¬ 
tionally known bloodstock advisor during 
the 1920's and 30's. His principal patron was 
August Belmont, but he also handled turf 
affairs for Mereworth Farm, Averell Harri- 
man, Samuel Riddle and Joseph Widener. 

Adolphe was not bred into the business 
but was, instead, the son of a vineyard own¬ 
er who moved from France to this country 
when Adolphe was 2 years old. 

Adolphe's father, Adrian, achieved his 
greatest success at a World's Fair held in 
Paris when his grapes were awarded a first 
prize. Mr. Belmont, desirous of creating 
great vineyards in his home country, lured 
Adrian Pons to America. 

Adrian Pons remained with Belmont for 
the rest of his life, the French grape-grower 
dying when Adolphe was in college at Col¬ 
umbia University. Adolphe quit college im¬ 
mediately upon his father's death and went 
to work for Mr. Belmont in one of his many 
offices. 

He moved up steadily in the Belmont or¬ 
ganization, within a few years becoming Mr. 
Belmont's personal secretary. 

Aided by the knowledge of selective 
breeding which he had absorbed from his 
father, young Adolphe had little trouble 
making the transition from grapes to Thor¬ 
oughbreds. 

He read, listened and learned. It was not 
long before Mr. Belmont found that his pri¬ 
vate secretary had a knowledge of horses 
which was worth utilizing. 

Little by little, Adolphe Pons' fame spread 
through the upper echelon of the interna¬ 
tional Thoroughbred community. Belmont's 
stable was one of the world's most famous 
and before long Adolphe Pons was general 
manager of that vast empire. 

Among many other accomplishments. 


Adolphe arranged the mating of Fair Play 
and Mahubah—a union which produced 
Man o' War. He handled the sale of Tracery 
for $250,000. He sold Discovery for Mere- 
worth Farm to Alfred G. Vanderbilt. 

And, in the opinion of John Pons, the 
foundation of the breeding program at Mr. 
Vanderbilt's Sagamore Farm is based on the 
four or five mares which Adolphe acquired 
for Vanderbilt 50 years ago. 

As to Man o' War, John Pons says that his 
father liked him best of Belmont's yearling 
crop. But the entire crop was sold that year, 
and Man o' War went to Samuel D. Riddle at 
the Saratoga auction on a bid of $5,000. 

"After Man o' War was retired," recalls 
John, "my father took me to see him. I was a 
little tiny kid. Father put me up on his back 
and said: 'Now you're on the greatest horse 
who ever lived.'" 

Adolphe Pons died Christmas Day of 1951 
from a heart ailment. 

But the old man left a heritage which in¬ 
cluded more than 100 acres of Bel Air prop¬ 
erty. Mostly, it was a way of life for a closely 
knit family—all dedicated to the proposition 
that the Pons family will grow the best, be it 
vineyards, horses or children. □ 


Tom Patterson's Role 

The man who pinhooked Denim Gal out 
of the 1977 Maryland Fall Sales was owner- 
trainer-breeder Tom Patterson. Patterson 
paid $1,500 for the Big Brave weanling and 
resold her in another Maryland auction a 
year and a half later for $9,500. 

"I'm not the breeder," says the owner of 
Meadow Creek Farm in Upperco, "but I sure 
am responsible for raising her. I own my 
farm in partnership with George and Jeff 
Huguely, and we occasionally do a little pin¬ 
hooking. 

"I liked Denim Gal when I saw her as a 
weanling and thought she'd resell good in 
the Two-Year-Olds in Training sale. So I 
bought her for myself and my partners, and 
everything worked out fine." 

Patterson and the Huguely brothers pur¬ 
chased Meadow Creek Farm in July, 1976. 
Mr. Patterson lives on the 59-acre property 
with his wife and four daughters.

Small Horse Owner 
Strikes It Rich

Thirty years laboring for Chrysler Corpo¬ 
ration as "just a worker." 

Now James Patton Rasnick is the owner- 
breeder of a stakes-winning filly—the first 
stakes winner not only for his small stable 
but also for the filly's sire and dam. 

For the past 13 years, Mr. Rasnick has 
owned a few Thoroughbreds, spending as 
much money as he could afford. But not until 
Weber City Miss won the second division of 
Laurel's Cameo Stakes in late December did 
he ever have a horse better than a plater. 

With his 3-year-old filly having put $34,820 
in the bank, Rasnick can up his sights—and 
he is immensely enjoying the prospects of 
breeding his only broodmare, Esimus, to 
high class stallions in the years ahead. Esir- 
nus (which is sunrise spelled backwards) is 
an 11-year-old Sunrise Flight mare which he 
claimed for $5,000 at Pimlico eight years ago. 

Now retired, Rasnick, 53, lives alone (he is 
divorced) in a mobile home near Newark, 
Del. His idle days are spent either with his 
three children (Rhonda Lee, 15, Jim, Jr., 13, 
and Joseph Tyrone, 8), his card-playing 
friends or his four-horse stable. 

"A year ago I wanted to sell the filly (Web¬ 
er City Miss) and Esimus, while she was 
carrying a Dancing Count foal," Rasnick 
said. "Then Weber City Miss earns black 
type, making me no longer look like I own 
four white elephants. Now I don't want to 
sell but am receiving several flattering of¬ 
fers." 

The filly causing the dramatic transforma¬ 
tion traces back to C. Frank Hopkins' Elber- 
ton Hill Farm, near Darlington, where she 
was conceived, foaled and raised. 
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"Not only is Weber City Miss the first 
stakes winner for Berkley Prince," Hopkins 
said, "but she is Elberton Hill's first as well. 
She was a nice looking foal, but I wouldn't 
say she was truly an outstanding individ¬ 
ual." 

The filly's trainer. Bill Sheffer, differed: 

"I heard from a man who handles all the 
weanlings at Hopkins' farm that Weber City 
Miss was the boss of all the weanling fillies." 

Under Sheffer's tutelage, Weber City Miss 
enhanced her value considerably by her 
Cameo win. 

"Mr. Rasnick has been offered six figures 
for Weber City Miss but insists he won't 
sell," Sheffer said. "She's the type to im¬ 
prove as the distances get longer this spring. 
She's also my first stakes winner, although 
I'd had several horses in stakes before. Both 
Mr. Rasnick and I are very pleased by her 
performance so far. We have turned her out 
for a couple of months and hope to bring her 
back fresh sometime in April. 

"People have asked me if I was surprised 
about the way she beat odds-on favorite 
Phoebe's Phancy, Icy Dial, Gentle Ripple 
and the others in our division of the Cameo. 
But she didn't surprise me one bit. She came 
up to the race just right." 

Esimus has also produced two other good 
winners (both by Tinajero)—the colt Gate 
City ($34,886) and the filly Glinnia May 
($32,092). 

Since 1978, Esimus has resided at Ron and 
Kaye Gibellino's Zannetta Farm, near Elkton, 
a short drive from Rasnick's house trailer in 
Delaware. Weber City Miss and then Coun¬ 
tess Rhonda, her 2-year-old half-sister by 
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Small Owner continued 

Dancing Count, were broken by Kaye and 
her 18-year-old son by a previous marriage, 
Wes Crasher. The second division winner of 
the Cameo was the first horse broken by 
Zannetta to become an added-money winner. 

Rasnick, unlike most Thoroughbred own¬ 
ers, chooses not to name his horses based 
upon their pedigrees, opting instead for 
names of family members or towns near the 
southwest Virginia farm where he was 
raised. 

"Big Stone, my stable name," explained 
Rasnick, "is a coal mining town near the 
Kentucky/Tennessee line where my brother 
was killed in an automobile accident. Weber 
City Miss was named for a town where I lost 
another relative. Glinnia May and Countess 
Rhonda were named for my 86-year-old 
mother and my daughter. Gate City and 
Keokee (the mare's Red Monk yearling 
called by his applied-for name), like the sta¬ 
ble and the filly, are named for mining towns 
near our old farm. 

"All the decisions concerning when and 
where to race Weber City Miss are made only 
after talking with Bill Sheffer and Jim Kling¬ 


er, a close friend. Without their advice I 
never would have had this good fortune. 

"Jim and I have been friends for nearly 15 
years. He follows the game much closer than 
I do and I rely greatly upon his experience. 
He has even gone as far as keeping a running 
tally on the horses which not only have won 
a stake on the turf but have either sired or 
produced a turf stakes winner. The list is 
nearly 40 typed pages with past performan¬ 
ces and family backgrounds on over 1,200 
horses. According to his findings, good 
grass horses inherit their ability rather than 
acquiring that talent through conditioning. 

"Although Weber City Miss doesn't have 
the breeding for the turf, she is very special 
to me, but not just because she's the best 
horse I have ever had," Rasnick insisted. 
"She has helped me rekindle a lot of interest 
with friends I rarely see anymore. When 
Weber City Miss ran last month a close friend 
of my family's, Pat McCorquodale, came all 
the way from Lincoln Park, Mich., to visit 
and see her run. 

"It's funny what a nice filly can do for a 
man." □

Yesterday's Headliners 

Audrey Melbourne Got 
Women Jockeys Licensed 

By Lucy Acton 


Audrey Melbourne was driving to a meet 
with the Iron Bridge Hunt Club last Thanks¬ 
giving morning when her car lost its brakes 
in the middle of a heavy fog and her trailer, 
loaded with two horses, smashed into a 
guardrail. 

One horse died instantly of a fractured 
neck, but there were no other serious in¬ 
juries and no other vehicles involved. 


"It should have been a matter between me 
and my insurance company," says the form¬ 
er Laurel attorney. "But after everything was 
cleaned up this state trooper came to the 
hospital to give me a ticket. He wasn't even 
there until long after it was all over. I told 
him 'all the turkeys aren't in the oven this 
morning.' He said I could tell it to the judge." 

Judge Audrey Melbourne, 49, first woman 
ever to sit in the Prince Georges County Cir¬ 
cuit Court, leans back in her leather swivel 
chair, obviously loving this story—especially 
the part where she ended up taking her law¬ 
yer into court and winning the case on its 
own merits. 


Sweet are the uses of an adversary system, 
especially if you use it well. 

Twelve years ago, as a practicing attorney. 
Judge Melbourne turned her attention to¬ 
ward the Maryland Racing Commission and 
local courts in an effort to get a jockey's li¬ 
cense for her client, Kathy Kusner. As a di¬ 
rect result of their success, women all over 
the country have been riding in flat races 
ever since. 


"The Kathy Kusner case was not a feminist 
issue," remarks Judge Melbourne. "Every¬ 
body talked about it that way, and it suited 
me fine that they thought so, but actually all 
it amounted to was a case of administrative 


law. Her request for a jockey's license was 
like an application for a liquor license, or a 
zoning appeal. She was a rider; they had the 
authority to let her ride." 

Many years ago Judge Melbourne planned 
on being a doctor. Later she changed her 
ambition to bank president. But she is happy 
she turned out to be a judge. 

This is the tale of a determined lady who 
does not consider herself a feminist. 

It starts with a typical, rural childhood on a 
farm in Upper Marlboro. Judge Melbourne's 
father, a retired Army officer, raised Here¬ 
ford cattle, tobacco and Percheron horses 
which he entered in pulling contests and 
fairs when they weren't at work on the farm. 

For a few years Judge Melbourne did what 
she calls the "typical kid bit with a pony," 
riding around the farm and entering local 
horse shows. 

Life changed abruptly at age 11. Her father 
died, her mother sold their farm and moved 
to an apartment in New York City, and 
young Audrey Eamshaw found herself in a 
girls' boarding school in Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y. Occasionally she rode in Central Park 
during school vacations, and, consistent 
with her lifelong interest in horses, she chose 
a college where she could ride frequently. 

She smiles over her own candid account of 
the years after high school graduation. 

"I went to Roanoke College in Salem, Va. 
Let's say I was fascinated with coed life. 
Those were the days when World War II 
veterans were returning and that's how I met

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my first husband. He was suave and debo¬ 
nair and we got married for fun," relates 
Judge Melbourne, with an emphasis on the 
final word. 

That marriage lasted not quite one year, 
leaving Judge Melbourne with a baby son. 

"My mother wasn't about to go on sup¬ 
porting someone who did crazy things like 
that," Judge Melbourne says. "So I moved 
back to Maryland and finished college at 
George Washington University, doing two 
years in four at night. During the days I 
worked at the Riggs National Bank in Wash¬ 
ington. At first I was a mail clerk because I 
didn't have the skills to be a secretary." 

Judge Melbourne pauses to recite from 
memory the various steps involved in her 
old mail sorting job. 


By attending business school on the nights 
she wasn't taking college classes. Judge Mel¬ 
bourne learned enough shorthand to gain 
entrance into the bank's secretarial pool. 

But she set her sights much higher than 
that. 

"The only way a girl could advance at the 
bank was to become secretary to an officer 
who was getting promoted rapidly. As your 
boss got promoted, so did you. The man I 
went to work for was an assistant cashier; 
now he's an executive vice-president. I sized 
him up right. 

"Then I started taking courses at the 
American Institute of Banking, just to learn 
more about the business I was in. I just knew 
one day girls would break into the big time 
and I wanted to be ready. I wanted to be

president of Riggs National Bank," Judge 
Melbourne states. 

Somehow in between school and career. 
Judge Melbourne did manage a social life, 
because in 1955 she married Joseph Aitche- 
son, Jr., the champion steeplechase rider. By 
this time she had finished college. Driving 
into downtown Washington from her home 
in Laurel seemed like too much of a grind to 
go through just for her job. 

"One day I saw an ad in the newspaper for 
a secretarial position with a new bank in 
Laurel. I mailed a list of my qualifications, all 
the things that told how wonderful I was, to 
one of those anonymous post office box 
numbers. The man who was chartering the 
bank turned out to be Ernest N. Cory, Jr. 
(who was much later to gain notoriety as a 
convicted codefendant in the Mandel trial). 
He called me and said he had an opening for 
a secretary in his law office, too. He wanted 
me to work there. That's how I got into the 
legal field. 

"Soon I was doubling as a legal secretary 
and mortgage loan officer for another of Mr. 
Cory's banks—First Federal Savings and 
Loan of Laurel, which is now a branch of 
Loyola Federal. 

"Well, I thought law was the most fasci¬ 
nating thing I'd ever seen. And it didn't take 
me long to figure out that lawyers make a lot 
more money than legal secretaries. In 1956 I 
started going to (University of Maryland) 
law school at night. 

"Mr. Cory was good to me. He under¬ 
stood I had to be in class by 6:30 at night, and 
that if he dilly-dallied over dictation at the 
end of the day I'd be late. He never pressed 
me," comments Judge Melbourne. 

Law school helped bring a quick end to her 
second marriage, however. 

"When I married Joe he hadn't started his 
steeplechase career yet. He was a veterinar¬ 
ian's assistant," explains Judge Melbourne. 
"After a year we realized he wanted to be a 
jockey more than anything else in the world 
and I wanted to be a lawyer more than any¬ 
thing else in the world. We had a nice part¬ 
ing; we're still good friends. In fact, I later 
represented his girlfriend (Kathy Kusner) 
and his sister is my best friend." 
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In 1958 she married again—to P.G. Mel¬ 
bourne, III, a horseman who once served as 
Mayor of Laurel and now works as a real 
estate broker. Divorced after almost 20 years, 
they had three children: Jane, now 15; An¬ 
drea, 16, and Carter, 20. In addition, Mr. 
Melbourne adopted her son. Tommy, from 
her first marriage. (Tommy is a vocational 
school teacher; Carter sells real estate with 
his father and the two girls are high school 
students.) 

With time out for illness and childbirth, 
four years of night law school stretched into 
six, and Judge Melbourne did not become a 
member of the bar until 1962. That year she 
began a solo practice in Laurel, merging with 
a young attorney named Howard Goldman 
six years later. Eventually their practice be¬ 
came one of the most successful in the area. 
By the time Judge Melbourne left to go on the 
bench in March, 1977, the two had taken in 
more attorneys than Judge Melbourne can 
readily name. 

First appointed to District Court, Judge 
Melbourne gained appointment to the Cir¬ 
cuit Court one year later, in March, 1978. She 
faces an election in the fall, for a 15 year term. 

"Most all lawyers aim to be judges," re¬ 
marks Judge Melbourne when asked how 
she feels about her work. "This is the pinna¬ 
cle of a law career. Many lawyers can't afford 
to be a judge. I took a big pay cut to come 
here. But I love it. I'm a trial judge, which 
means that I'm where all the action is. Every 
day I deal with human beings, human 
drama. I hope to be here a long time; I just 
hope I don't get crotchety and mean." 

Dressed in a wool plaid suit, with a rather 
daringly split-up-the-front skirt and leather 
boots. Judge Melbourne looks far more mod¬ 
ish than mean, at least when she's off the 
bench. The decor in her chambers reminds 
you she's a horsewoman as well as a jurist. 

Hunting horns, a stuffed red fox, winner's 
circle pictures—nearly every available space 
seems to be filled with some reminder of 
Judge Melbourne's affiliation with the horse 
world. 

A regular foxhunter ever since her mar¬ 
riage to Joe Aitcheson, Judge Melbourne be¬ 
longs to two hunt clubs, Marlborough and 
Iron Bridge. Mostly she hunts on weekends. 
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but occasionally she can arrange her sched¬ 
ule to take leave time and hunt on a weekday 
afternoon. 

"Once I had arranged everything way 
ahead of time so 1 could go out with the 
Marlborough. I brought my horse with me to 
work in the morning and left him in a 
friend's stable near the courthouse. I wore 
my regular clothes and brought my hunhng 
clothes to put on here in my chambers. I'd no 
sooner gotten dressed than a clerk came in to 
say one of the other judges had found out 
one of the cases on his docket involved my 
criminal and not his. 

"I was the only one who could sentence 
the man, but I only had to be on the bench 
long enough to do the sentencing. So I put 
on my judge's robes over my hunting clothes 
and went into court. I thought I was about to 
get away with it, when one of the lawyers 
involved in another case asked if he could 
approach the bench. He leaned over and 
whispered: 'I hope you have a good time. 
Your Honor.' He had noticed my stock pin." 

During her years with Mr. Melbourne, she 
was involved with racehorses, but Judge 
Melbourne says "he actually did most of the 
work with the racehorses. We had a farm in 
Laurel where we syndicated stallions and 
kept broodmares, but he has sold off almost 
all of the stock. I conveyed my racehorse 
interests to him when we separated. 

"The one thing I always did want to have 
was a horse that ran in my name. You know, 
I would ask him if they're ours how come 
they always run in your name. Eventually I 
did go out and register myself a set of silks 
and get my own trainer (Bud Delp). I raced a 
horse named Lawyerette," says Judge Mel¬ 
bourne. 

Now living in an apartment in Laurel with 
her daughters. Judge Melbourne has bought 
five acres and started construction on a bam 
and house in Upper Marlboro. Her new 
home, with space for a few hunters, will be 
adjacent to the Marlborough Hunt club 
grounds.

She enjoys the fact that all her children 
have shared her foxhunting interest—at one 
time the family had a four-horse trailer. Jane 
is now an "avid horselady," according to 
Judge Melbourne who says she is a horse 
show mother in her spare time. 

Although she claims Mr. Melbourne was 
her third and last husband. Judge Mel¬ 
bourne keeps a picture of a handsome, 
youthful-looking man on a table near her 
desk. His name is Ted Bowman, she tells 
you. Deputy director of the Delaware State 
Lottery, Mr. Bowman is a boating enthusiast 
with an allergy toward horses. 

Looking ahead. Judge Melbourne just 
hopes she can keep on as a foxhunting 
judge. 

"I was a great admirer of (the late) Alda 
Hopkins Clark (an Ellicott City horsewoman 
who remained vigorous well into her 70's)," 
comments Judge Melbourne. "My goal is to 
keep going like she did." □

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Louis Victor Gibeault, 29, started on an 
ambitious trek last July which landed him in 
Monkton on Christmas Eve and, if all goes 
well, he'll reach Mexico sometime this win¬ 
ter—on horseback. 

Bom in Montreal, he left his small incense 
importing business and his home in La- 
chute, Quebec, to set out on horseback for 
Mexico. "I was a city boy," he explained in 
an accent a la Louis Jordan. "I didn't even 
know how to put on a bridle, but I wanted to 
get away from Quebec's cold winters. I had a 
choice of three ways to go. As a Royal Air 
Cadet, I learned to fly, but planes are too 
fast. I could have bicycled, but I'd get lonely 
because bicycles don't talk to you. So I chose 
a horse." 


Gibeault's Ringo Starr, part Morgan and 
part Quarter Horse, doesn't talk to him. "He 
dmms his hooves on the road in time to the 
songs I sing," he said. "When I found him in 
the Laurentians near my home, I looked in 
his face and he didn't look too angry, so I 
bought him. He is 3 years old, and I learned 
to ride by breaking him. We are very close. I 
can walk beside him without holding the 
reins and he will stay with me. When he's 
hungry, he nibbles my hand." 

In the five months they have been together 
on the road, Louis has learned more than 
how to get close to a horse. "At first," he 
smiled, "I tried to go too fast—25 or 30 miles 
a day. Ringo lost weight and became sore, so 
I rested him and started again at 10 miles a 
day. Now I find our best rate is 15. 

"Once his hooves cracked and a black¬ 
smith told me to rest him seven days. I 
learned how to care for them. I find that it 
takes a lot of liniment to keep his legs from 
getting sore." 

Riding south, Louis and Ringo passed 
through the lovely Lake Champlain valley, 
then down beside the Hudson river during 
the fall. "We passed orchards full of apples 
and many colorful trees," he said. "Then we 
went through New Jersey and into Pennsyl¬ 
vania. The Poconos were beautiful and the 
Amish and Mennonites so hospitable." 


Louis Gibeault left Quebec in July, heading for 
Mexico on horseback. Joined in Pennsylvania by 
Diana Fitzmaurice, the pair spent Christmas Eve 
at the Ronald Mahers' tack room in Monkton. 


In general, people responded kindly when 
Louis knocked on the door and asked for 
shelter in a bam. "Some turned me away, 
but I have a newspaper article that explains 
who I am and this helps. I go around cities. 
Once, however, near Albany, the police 
were very kind. They brought me coffee and 
offered me shelter in the station." 

When he stopped in Marshall's Creek, 
north of Allentown, Louis met Diana Fitz¬ 
maurice, who decided to join him. Louis 
bought two more horses, an Appaloosa 
named Sparky and another Quarter Horse 
named Sunshine. "I still needed one more 
horse to carry some of our sleeping bags and 
tents," he said. "I was looking for one vsdth 
short legs. The longer the legs, the more 
trouble you have." With this idea in mind, 
Louis went to the local SPCA and found 
Charlie, a Shetland pony, who has about the 
shortest legs possible. 

In Lewiston, Pa., a pup named Max joined 
the caravan. The two riders, three horses, 
pony and dog reached Monkton on Christ¬ 
mas Eve. It was foggy and cold with a dismal 
weather report that called for high winds. It 
was no night for camping, so Louis knocked 
on the door of Mr. and Mrs. Phelps Comp¬ 
ton's house. He was warmly received, but 
the bam nearby was considered unsafe. 
Then Ron and Nancy Maher offered their 
tack room. "It was warm and comfortable," 
said Louis. 

Even though the next day was Christmas, 
Louis saddled up and headed south for Pied 
de la Cuesta, Mexico, via Glyndon and Mid- 
dleburg. Somewhere there must be a mes¬ 
sage for those of us left behind. □

Sitting in the board room of the Potomac Valley Bank, 
attorney-banker Thomas N. Dowd talked in a relaxed 
mood about his new role as Master of the Potomac Hunt 
Club. 

For Mr. Dowd, this will be his second stint, he having 
served as Potomac's joint MFH from 1968 through 1970. 










Potomac continued 

"I am one of the few people/' said the 
63-year-old Iowa-raised farm boy, "who 
ever became Master with full knowledge of 
what a miserable job it is. No one should take 
the position with the idea that anyone will 
ever be grateful. If you realize that, then you 
won't get your feelings hurt. For every Mas¬ 
ter who has retired gracefully, I can think of 
ten who have gone out in a huff." 

Despite these misgivings, Mr. Dowd is 
looking forward to the task of developing 
new hunt country in Potomac's relocated 
headquarters on property on Peach Tree 
road near Bamesville which was formerly 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Garvin E. Tankers- 
ley. 

Dowd feels he has an interesting job but in 
order to do it successfully, he will need the 
cooperation of landowners, hunt staff, hurtt 
committee and the all-important ladies com¬ 
mittee. At mention of the latter he gave a 
chuckle, but emphasized no strong hunt 
could ever survive without them. 

The hunt's move to the Bamesville area 
has been almost without incident. An article 
in the Washington Star quoting former MFH 
Val Wilson as saying, "The hunt made Poto¬ 
mac . . . now it can do the same for Bames¬ 
ville," brought Bamesville mayor Lib Tolbert 
into action. She nailed a notice on the Post 
Office door decrying the statement and in 
effect saying over her dead body will such 
suburban development take place. 

Dowd couldn't agree with her more. He 
feels it's the last thing he wants to see hap¬ 
pen to Bamesville. 

"I look forward to at least 25 years of good 
hunting in this area. We have better hunt 
country now than ever before. It is substan¬ 
tially panelled with only about 1,000 acres 
left to do. I hope we continue to enlarge our 
country. What is fatal to any hunt is to be 
satisfied with what you have," the MFH phi¬ 
losophized. Potomac's regular hunting 
country encompasses approximately a 100- 
square mile area. 

Weather permitting, hounds should be in 
the new kennels at the 100-acre Montgomery 
county property by March 1. The kennels 
were formerly a 65'x35' concrete block dairy 
house. Four 12'xl2' lodges have been in¬ 
stalled and concrete yard mns extend from 


those. In addition, grass mns go beyond the 
concrete ones. There will be no wood for 
chewing, Dowd explained. At one end there 
will be facilities for cooking and freezing 
hound food and at the other will be office 
space and a vet room. 

The clubhouse is a nine-room farmhouse 
with great possibilites for expansion. 

Potomac is currently maintaining 22 cou¬ 
ple of American foxhounds. They have lost 
five couple this year, two of which were sto¬ 
len from the kennels in Potomac. Topsy, 
grand champion at the '79 Virginia Fox¬ 
hound Show, and Pansy disappeared from 
the kennels. "We have advertised to no avail 
and scoured the countryside for them, but 
no one has seen them," Dowd said. Both 
hounds have "PH" tattooed in their ears. 
Also gone is huntsman Richard Buswell's 
Jack Russell terrier. Pippin. He too has "PH" 
tattooed in his ear and was last seen in the 
Poolesville area. 

Pippin could very well be a victim of a leg 
hold trap. "We have had hounds caught in 
them more than ever this season," the Mas¬ 
ter said, "I would like to see them banned in 
Montgomery and Frederick counties. We do 
not have that many foxes left and since No¬ 
vember there seem to be fewer foxes than 
ever before. We feel there are an awful lot of 
traps being used and they are fox baited," he 
said. 

In spite of the scarcity of foxes, the future 
for Potomac Hunt looks good. There are 115 
memberships in the hunt's "Blue Book" and 
the combination of an active hunt field and 
social calendar seems to be the secret of 
success. 

For Mr. Dowd, his career as a rider began 
in Iowa where he delivered newspapers 
astride his pony. "I rode bareback most of 
the time," he reports, "and if ever I threw a 
saddle on that pony, it was invariably a 
Western saddle." 

The Westerner came to the Washington 
area in 1935 to attend George Washington 
University. And he stayed on after winning a 
law school scholarship which, he jokingly 
reports, "was restricted to green-eyed Pro¬ 
testants bom west of the Mississippi." 

During his law school days, Dowd worked 
at nights for the FBI and later became a clerk 
for Ted Pierson's law firm. 



Upon Dowd's semi-retirement three years 
ago to become a gentleman farmer, that 
same law firm was known as Pierson, Ball 
and Dowd with 55 lawyers on its staff. 

The Dowd family—Tom, his wife Mary 
Catherine and their two daughters Peggy 
and Kathy—moved to Potomac in 1952. 
"George DeFranceaux encouraged me to 
join. I went to Charlie Carrico for some 
pointers, but if anyone remembers how 
Charlie trained his horses, then they know 
he did his hunting people the same way. He 
just pointed you in the right direction and 
expected you to do the job." 

The Dowd family have been active mem¬ 
bers in Potomac ever since. Tom and his 
young daughters hunted regularly and Mary 
Catherine spent more hours on ladies com¬ 
mittee projects than she can remember. 

It was 1958 when the Dowd family moved 
from "downtown Potomac" to 225-acre 
Belvedere Farm, scene of the Potomac Hunt 
races for over 20 years. It was here that Tom 
installed an outdoor polo ring to enhance the 
indoor ring adjacent to his property. (In 1965 
he bought the arena to complete the setup.) 
He ran the Potomac Polo Club from 1965 to 
1977 when he sold Belvedere and moved "up 
county" to Dickerson where he and Mary 
Catherine bought historic "Inverness," a 
235-acre estate with an 1818 stone house. 

Tom's prophetic eye was obviously at 
work when he made this move. It wasn't too 
many months later that the hunt committee 
of Potomac Hunt decided they really could 
no longer maintain the Potomac property for 
foxhunting and started seriously looking for 
new headquarters farther out from the 
Washington suburbs. The only natural place 
to relocate was in the Bamesville-Dickerson 
area where the Dowds had moved. 

At first the hunt committee toyed with the 
idea of moving only the kennels, but ulti¬ 
mately the vote was made to clear out com¬ 
pletely and head for the hills. 

But the 1980 Potomac Hunt races will be 
run again this year (March 22) at Belvedere 
Farm. 

Alfred Knowles is chairman of the race 
meet where in past years as many as 10,000 
people have attended. He and the new Mas¬ 
ter hope this will be another of those super 
great years. □

John J. Mooney has been appointed presi¬ 
dent and general manager of the Laurel race 
course, assuming positions formerly held by 
John D. Schapiro and Frank J. Brady. 

But in relinquishing his post as president, 
Mr. Schapiro noted that he ''will assume the 
office of chairman and will continue as the 
track's chief executive officer." Mr. Brady 
has been named vice-chairman. 

In another change, Kenneth A. Schertle, 
the track's treasurer, has become vice-presi¬ 
dent in charge of finance. Joseph T. Cascarel- 
la continues as Laurel's executive vice-presi¬ 
dent. 

Mr. Mooney grew up in the racing world. 
His father, J.D. Mooney, originally a jockey 
and later a trainer, rode Black Gold to a Ken¬ 
tucky Derby victory in 1924. John Mooney, 
after serving in the RCAF from 1943-45, be¬ 
gan his own racing career at the Oaklawn 
Jockey Club in Hot Springs, Arkansas, 
where he served until 1955 as assistant gen¬ 
eral manager. In the same period, during off 
seasons at Oaklawn, Mr. Mooney was patrol 
judge, paddock judge, assistant racing sec¬ 
retary and steward at various Canadian 
tracks. 

From 1953-1975, Mr. Mooney was succes¬ 
sively general manager and president of the 
Ontario Jockey Club which was headed dur¬ 
ing most of this period by Edward P. Taylor, 
owner of Windfields Farm. Mr. Mooney was 
active in the consolidation and revitalization 
of Thoroughbred racing in Ontario. During 
hfe management of the Ontario Jockey Club, 
the Fort Erie and Greenwood race tracks 
were extensively renovated, the Woodbine 
Race Course was constructed, harness rac-

ing was introduced at Greenwood, and two 
new harness facilities were built. 

Following his retirement from the presi¬ 
dency of the Ontario Jockey Club in late 
1975, Mr. Mooney was active as a breeder 
and raced both TTioroughbred and Stand- 
ardbred horses. He has characterized his ex¬ 
perience as a breeder and stable owner as 
"something less than a spectacular success." 
For the three years preceding his Laurel ap¬ 
pointment, he was consultant to Stampede 
Park (Calgary Exhibition and Stampede) 
with the overall responsibility for organizing 
and developing a racing staff. 

Mr. Mooney has served as president of the 
Canadian Horse Society; director of the 
Canadian Standardbred Horse Association; 
director and vice-president of the Harness 
Tracks of America; and founding president 
of the National Association of Canadian Race 
Tracks, Inc. He is currently a director emeri¬ 
tus of the Thoroughbred Racing Association. 












Mr. Brady has been with Laurel since 1946. 
After serving for many years as treasurer, he 
was appointed vice-president and general 
manager in 1966 and occupied both of these 
posts until his elevahon to vice-chairman. 

Loyola Short Course 

The four-week short course entitled 
"Thoroughbred Racing in Maryland," of¬ 
fered during the January mini-semester by 
Loyola College, concluded its third annual 
session last month. The course was directed 
by first year pre-law student Mike Benson, 
son of local trainer Lyle Benson. Approxi¬ 
mately 30 students were enrolled in the 
course. 

According to Mike, who assumed the 
reins of the class from his older brother, Lyle, 
Jr., the course's proctor the two previous 
years, the purpose of the short course was 
not to develop handicappers but to give a 
good overview on all aspects of the local 
racing industry. 

Among the featured speakers addressing 
the class were retired starter Eddie Blind; his 
son, patrol judge Coley Blind; breeder Jim 
Lewis; trainers King Leatherbury and Jack 
Mobberley; president of the Maryland Rac¬ 
ing Writers Clem Florio and the American 
Horse Council's Ken Holt. 

Besides the guest lecturers, publicity films 
donated by the MHBA and the state's three 
major race tracks were shown. Field trips to 
Bowie and Windfields Farm were also con¬ 
ducted. 

Rhone River At Zannetta 

The beautifully bred 9-year-old stallion 
Rhone River has been acquired by Mr. and 
Mrs. Ron Gibellino for stud duty at their 
Zannetta Farm near Eklton. Sired by Drone, 
Rhone River is out of the superb producer 
Breath O'Mom who is the dam of Proud 


Clarion ($218,730) and Knightly Dawn 
($233,483) in addition to stakes-placed 
Bleacherite. 

Rhone River's first foals will arrive this 
year. He will stand at Zannetta for a live foal 
fee of $1,500. 

Elected Vice-President 

John B. Merryman, a director and past 
president of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, was elected vice-president of 
the local division of the Horsemen's Benevo¬ 
lent and Protective Association last month. 

Mr. Merryman is one of Maryland's most 
successful breeders and also campaigns a 
large stable which is split into two divisions. 
Training the divisions are his daughters 
Katharine Voss and Ann Small. 

President of the local HBPA division is 
Fendall M. Qagett who has served several 
terms on the MHBA's board of directors. 

Noble Jay Dies 

The good Maryland stallion Noble Jay col¬ 
lapsed and died from a heart attack early this 
month at the Equine Gambit in Warwick, 
Md. Owned by a syndicate, the 21-year-old 
stallion had sired 12 stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing Quiet Jay, Quick Jay, Bold Arian, Tsip 
and Noble Splash. 

Noble Jay was a stakes winner of $105,415 
as a 3-year-old in 1962, the only year that he 
raced. He was by Double Jay out of the 
Count Fleet mare Noble Nurse and stood for 
a live foal fee of $1,500. Originally retired to 
stud in Pennsylvania, Noble Jay came to 
Maryland in 1965 at The Gambit which was 
then owned by C. Marshall Glass. Although 
Noble Jay remained there for the rest of his 
life, the name of the farm was changed to the 
Equine Gambit following Glass's sale of the 
property in 1976 to Mrs. Sue Mitchell and 
partners.

In his initial effort around two turns. Royal Hier¬ 
archy demonstrated his ability to step up in dis¬ 
tance as he thwarted six rivals in the mile and a 


sixteenth Prince Georges Stakes. Despite an im¬ 
post of 122 pounds, tops in the Maryland Fund 
stake for 3-year-olds, he won off by 2V4 lengths 
from his stablemate Ashanti Gold. The longshot 
in the field at 25-1, Tom Tom Talk, finished third, 
3V4 lengths back of the place horse. 

Royal Hierarchy's triumph marked the fourth 
time Sonny Hine has saddled the winner of the 
Prince Georges. Two of those winners. Con Man 
and Princely Game, are, like Royal Hierarchy, 
homebreds of Mrs. Ben Cohen, wife of Pimlico's 
secretary-treasurer. The other Hine-conditioned 
winner of this Bowie stake was Sherby, who ac¬ 
complished that feat in 1974. 

Based on his 1979 performances, the Native Roy¬ 
alty—High Hail, by Hail to All, colt was ranked on 
the Experimental Handicap at 111 pounds. 

Royal Hierarchy's dam. High Hail, has also pro¬ 
duced two other winners. Savage Call, her filly by 
Jungle Savage, won $8,150 and her Northern Jove 
colt. Hail by Jove, had earned $84,855 through the 
end of December. High Hail was herself a winner 
of $8,400. Currently she has an unraced 2-year-old 
filly named Distaff Leader, by Bold Commander. 

Thanks to the exploits of Royal Hierarchy, Native 
Royalty was ranked 37th on The Blood-Horse list¬ 
ings of leading sires of 2-year-olds for 1979.

Dave's Friend triumphed in the Patriot Stakes and 
in the Marylander, Chesapeake and Palisades 
Handicaps, earning $201,612. Last year he regis¬ 
tered a second and two thirds in stakes competi¬ 
tion and $49,081 overall. Regaining his stakes- 
winning form, he captured the six-furlong South¬ 
ern Maryland Handicap in 1:11 last month, one of 
the fastest ^4 mile times over the Bowie course this 
winter, beating an eight-horse field by two and a 
quarter lengths. 


The gelded son of Friend's Choice—Due's Tina, 
by Due de Fer, immediately took the lead in the 
42nd running of the Southern Maryland. At each 
call of the $43,550 sprint he was at the front. 
Through the final seventy yards he was hand rid¬ 
den by jockey Vince Bracciale, Jr. In the battle for 
second, Isella caught tiring Shelter Half as they 
straightened out of the final turn to top that rival 
by a length. Dave's Friend earned $28,308 for his 
efforts. 

Blessed with an abundance of speed, the 5-year- 
old gelding set two new track records in 19^. In 
Keystone's Patriot Stakes he turned seven fur¬ 
longs in 1:21% and in Pimlico's Marylander Hand¬ 
icap he went nine furlongs in 1:48%. Both were 
$50,000-added races. 

His dam. Due's Tina, herself a winner of $23,035, 
has produced two other starters: Future Security, 
a filly by Potomac ($5,610) and a full brother to her 
Maiy'land-bred champion. Due's Friend ($10,500).

Diminutive only in size, Georgeandthedragon in 
wire-to-wire fashion recorded his first stakes 
score in Keystone's Philmont Stakes last month. 
The 3-year-old son of Lord Gaylord—Dear Ethel, 
by King Hairan, built along the lines of a Quarter 
Horse, demonstrated his sprinting ability in cap¬ 
turing the six-furlong stake. 

Despite the presence of stakes winners Stutz 
BlacTkhawk and Peace for Peace in the seven-horse 
field, Georgeandthedragon was top-rated at even 
money. Breaking from his number one post posi¬ 


tion he went out to a half-length lead by the quar¬ 
ter pole. At the stretch his lead was extended to 
five lengths. While running in the deep stretch 
jockey Jorge Tejeira finally uncocked his whip, 
reminding the colt of his task, as his mount went 
on to win by three lengths over Cuchillo, with 
Black Eagle another two and a half lengths behind 
for third.

She, too, possessed great 
sprinter's speed as she set a new track record, 
Mng a world mark, for four and a half furlongs at 
the now-defunct Miles Park, located in Louisville, 
Kentucky, on Independence Day 1%7. Other 
winners yielded by tne $10,851 earner include: an 
Ambemash filly.

Prior to the running of the 10th Virginia Belle, 
Denim Gal, winner of a division of the split Cam¬ 
eo Stakes, had black type workouts and appeared 
to have a lock on the race. When the Big Brave 
miss gained the lead at the half-mile pole she 
seemed uncatchable by the field of nine. In the 
early stretch she opened up by three lengths but 
Itsa Bitter Day, thanks to a great ride by Danny 
Wright, began shredding the lead of the 4-5 fa¬ 
vorite. Wright's mount managed to steal the lead 
in the deep stretch, momentarily losing it a few 
jumps later before regaining the front in time to 
register a nose decision. The judges called for a 
photo and it clearly depicted Itsa Bitter Day the 
victor, paying $45. 

Itsa Bitter Day is the first foal produced by the 
7-year-old Equilibrium mare, Bitteredith. She is 
also the first stakes winner for her sire Itsa Great 
Day. The 22-year-old stallion was a stakes winner 
himself of nearly $80,000 despite racing only as a 
2-year-old. He has sired two stakes-placed 
horses. Hell Or Heaven, third in the Chocolate- 
town Handicap, and Day of Freedom, second in 
the Miles Park Handicap. Itsa Great Day stands 
for $500 live foal at Derby Hill Farm, where Itsa 
Bitter Day was conceived, foaled and raised, his 
owner-breeder being farm manager of the Mt. 
Airv establishment.

Rated second favorite. Double Zeus broke from 
the number two post position to gain a length and 
a half lead at the quarter pole. Maintaining a head 
lead throughout, he extended himself in the 
stretch to prevail by a length and a half over Nice 
Catch, his top-rated rival. Third was Amadevil, 
nearly three lengths back of the place horse. 

"Right now he is top sprinter in New York," said 
Dr. A. Edward Verdi, the breeder who also owns 
half-interest in the horse with John Alafoginis. 
"He loves the cold weather and is especially tough 
to beat at six furlongs. He has always been a hard- 
knocking runner but was a bit of a rogue as a 2 and 
3-year-oTd. Thanks to the special care of trainers 
Carlos Lopez and now Braulio Baeza, he has de¬ 
veloped into a top horse. 


"Rarely do I race any horses which I have bred but 
Double Zeus is the exception," said Dr. Verdi, also 
the breeder of the stakes winner's full sister, the 
black type race mare Kit's Double. "John Alafo¬ 
ginis and I campaign the horse. But we have got to 
make hay while the sun shines. We plan to run 
him as long as he remains sound and then bring 
him home to stud at Edmarve Farm." 

Double Zeus was the last of five foals produced by 
the deceased mare Kit's Play. She also yielded 
stakes winners Kits Eve, by Pappa Steve, winner 
of the 1975 Politely Stakes, and Kit's Double, win¬ 
ner of the Affectionately, Poquessing and Long 
Look Handicaps in 1979. 

Double Zeus was the first stakes winner saddled 
by Hall of Fame jockey Braulio Baeza.

Irish Tower, the champion Maryland-bred 2-year- 
old colt or gelding last year, scored his biggest 
triumph to date as he upset his Eclipse award¬ 
winning rival Rockhill Native by more than 12 
lengths in the $30,000 Bahamas Stakes at Hialeah 
on February 6. Breaking first from the gate, Irish 
Tower went out to the lead closely pursued by the 
3-10 favorite. As they headed by the half-mile pole 
Rockhill Native began flattening out as Irish Tow¬ 
er pulled away to a convincing victory. Ray's 
Word won the battle for second, nosing out his 
top weigh ted foe. 

Trainer Stanley Hough's decision to change riders 
resulted in a drastic improvement in his charge's 
performance. Formerly ridden by Walter A. 
Guerra, the nation's leading apprentice rider be¬ 
fore losing his bug last November, the five-time 
stakes winner was turned over to the more ex¬ 
perienced Jeff Fell. 

Prior to the Bahamas, the Glade Valley Farms- 
bred colt had won the New Year's Day Stakes at 
Calder.

Royal Loom, the dam of Irish Tower, was bought 
for $25,000 at the 1976 Keeneland Fall Sale by Dr. 

She 
was carrying Irish Castle at the time of the sale. 
Her first foal, a colt by Bold Reasoning named 
Royal Reasoning, had earned $42,230 through the 
end of December. In addition, she has yielded two 
Rollicking colts the past two years. Currently she 
is carrying a Spring Double foal with a 1980 book¬ 
ing back to Irish Castle.

New Book On Tesio 

Published by J.A. Allen & Co., I Lcnver Grosvenor Place, 
Buckiny\\am Palace Road, London, SW 2 W OEL. $14.50. 

Federico Tesio, the world's greatest breed¬ 
er of Thoroughbreds, has always been to me 
an obscure figure blanketed in mystery— 
something of a god, perhaps, but never un¬ 
derstandable. 

Now, I have a different feeling for the 
great Italian who died in 1954 at age 85. 
Thanks to the recently published book "The 
Tesios As I Knew Them," the world can now 
gain an insight into the extremely human 
qualities of this often fallible genius. 

As the breeder of Nearco, ’^Ribot and Don¬ 
atello II, Mr. Tesio achieved a pinnacle no 
one is ever likely to equal. But it wasn't with 
any degree of prescience that he bred those 
great horses—his failures always far out¬ 
numbering his successful runners. 

It is not so much an explanation of Tesio's 
genius that Mario Incisa sets forth in his su¬ 
perb book, but rather the personality and 
lifestyle of the little man who had been or¬ 
phaned at an extremely early age. 

Mr. Incisa was Tesio's partner for more 
than 20 years. At times he lived with the 
Tesios and frequently he attempted to work 
with them. But he never gained a clue as to 
how Tesio made his surprising decisions, 
probably because the genius worked more 
by instinct than logical deductions. 

The man described to us by Incisa has 
many human failings. 

He is, for example, a compulsive gambler 
in his early years. Superstition is a constant 
companion. And he is a man of strong pre¬ 


judices who is never embraced by his Italian 
contemporaries. 

We are given a portrait of a thorough, ded¬ 
icated horseman who trains his own stable in 
the severest of styles. His goal is always to 
produce and develop the world's best 
horses. And to achieve this, he shows his 
animals no mercy. He astounds rival trainers 
by the arduousness of his training trials. 

Frequently he ruins a horse in a workout, 
his reasoning being that horses which can¬ 
not tolerate his training routine are not really 
worth bothering about. 

He is a loner who goes through life uncon¬ 
cerned about the opinions of others. His 
wife, Donna Lydia, shares his enthusiasm 
and dedication, but she is never an advisor. 

Sometimes a superior animal is sold before 
his full value can be determined. And on at 
least one occasion, a horse (Tenerani) is sold 
cheap simply because Tesio "hated" him— 
the man and horse sharing a conflict of per¬ 
sonalities. 

Nearco is bred not by omniscient design 
but rather by chance. Pharos, Nearco's sire, 
being a weak second choice for Fairway to 
whom Tesio could not secure a service. 

Not until Nearco became a yearling did 
Tesio begin to notice him. 

"Tesio was delighted when he saw Nearco 
again (as a yearling). He liked the young¬ 
ster's aggressiveness. 'I will make something 
of this one,' he declared, and, from then on, 
he was constantly asking for news of the 
colt." 

This tough, durable, superb athlete was 
never defeated, climaxing his remarkable 14- 
race career in the 1938 renewal of Long- 
champ's Grand Prix. 

Writes Incisa: "I stood with Tesio on the 
stands. . . he was motionless and silent 
watching Nearco's every stride as though 
spurring him on with his eyes. As Nearco 
sailed effortlessly past the winning post, 
Tesio let go and, giving me a great thump on 
the back, he let out a cry of triumph. It was 
not an 'oh' of satisfaction but the full throat¬ 
ed and terrible 'AAAH' of Attila the Hun 
when, having raped, pillaged and plun¬ 
dered, he decapitated with one stroke of his 
scimitar the bishop who knelt begging him to 
spare the cathedral! 

"Tesio's great dream had come true, and, 
thank God, he had lived to see it."

Strong Market Evidenced 
At Winter Mixed Auction

Never was Maryland's auction market 
stronger than at the 14th annual Winter 
Mixed Sale held February 4-5 at Timonium. 

With 16 horses bringing bids of $10,000 or 
more, average price for the 178 head sold set 
a record high for this auction of $4,375. Gross 
receipts totaled $778,800, the third best total 
in the sale's history. 

Compared to the 1979 Winter Mixed Sale, 
the average price increased by 29 per cent 
while gross income showed a 35 per cent 
gain. 

Sales topper at the two-night session was 
Runette, consigned by Jeanne F. Begg and 
Fendall M. Qagett. This 6-year-old stakes 
winner of $126,476 brought $71,000 on a bid 
by R. Richards Rolapp who was acting as 
agent for Woodrow Marriott. 

Runette, a daughter of Run Fool Run, had 
raced last year as a 5-year-old and has, of 
course, never been bred. She is out of the 
Needles mare Pochette who has produced 
no other stakes horses. Mr. Marriott is ex¬ 
pected to ship Runette to Kentucky where 
she will be bred this spring. 

Second highest priced horse at the sale 
was Land of Gold, a 5-year-old daughter of 
Ambemash. Consigned by Woodbrook 
Farm with Noel Twyman as agent. Land of 
Gold was purchased at $30,000 by Mr. and 
Mrs. Hugh J. O'Donovan. 

The mare, a non-winner, is in foal to 
Quadratic from a March cover. She is a full 
sister to stakes winner Doverland and is out 
of Cervina (by Incoming) who was second in 
Pimlico's Black-Eyed Susan Stakes in 1959. 
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Weather for both nights was clear and 
cold. 

The first session was devoted to brood¬ 
mares, stallions and stallion shares. On the 
second night, yearlings and horses of racing 
age were offered. 

Of the two sessions, the first was much the 
stronger, the average being $5,687. On the 
second night, the average tumbled to $3,279. 
There were eight chargebacks from the first 
session and 18 in the second.

A meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
December 28, 1979, in the MHBA's offices at 
201 West Padonia road, Timonium, Mary¬ 
land. 

The president, J. William Boniface, called 
the meeting to order at 7:25 p.m. 

Present were: J. William Boniface, William 
G. Christmas, Hal C.B. Clagett, Peter Jay, 
King T. Leatherbury, John B. Merryman, 
Betty Shea Miller, John C. Mobberley, Doug¬ 
las R. Small, Katharine M. Voss. 

Absent were: Frank A. Bonsai, Jr., Mrs. 
Richard C. duPont, Kimball C. Firestone, 
Hugh J. O'Donovan, E.P. Taylor. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read 
by the secretary, Mrs. Miller. Ms. Voss 
stated that she did not feel that the minutes 
were accurate in those sentences which de¬ 
scribed her participation at the Maryland 
Racing Commission meeting at which the 
issue of bute and lasix was acted on. Ms. 
Voss's correction of the minutes was unani¬ 
mously approved. (The minutes of the Board 
meeting of November 20 have subsequently 
been corrected.) Mr. Merryman then asked 
that the minutes of the November 20 meet¬ 
ing note that he was one of the three di¬ 
rectors who voted against approval of the 
Sales Committee's report. He said he specifi¬ 
cally objected to a minimum commission at 
Maryland auction sales and would like the 
minutes to show his dissenting vote. (The 
minutes of that meeting have subsequently 
been rewritten to accommodate Mr. Merry- 
man's objection.) 

Mr. Jay then moved that the minutes be 
approved with the two changes requested by 
Ms. Voss and Mr. Merryman. Ms. Voss sec¬ 
onded the motion which passed unani¬ 
mously. 


Mrs. Miller was called on for the treasur¬ 
er's report. Mrs. Miller stated that she had 
chaired a meeting of the Finance Committee 
within the last few days and at that meeting 
the general manager's request for salary in¬ 
creases for the MHBA's staff had been dis¬ 
cussed. She reported that the Finance Com¬ 
mittee could not approve this request be¬ 
cause it was the committee's opinion that the 
MHBA did not have sufficient funds for any 
additional expenses. She added that the 
committee intended to have another meet¬ 
ing to which the general manager would be 
invited, and at that time the association's 
financial and organizational structure would 
be reviewed. 

The president asked the general manager 
for his comments on the Finance Commit¬ 
tee's report. Mr. Carter said he appreciated 
the committee's interest and the time the 
committee members had devoted to the 
problem. He said in view of their unfavor¬ 
able report, he would withdraw the request 
at this time so that the association's budget 
could be further reviewed and additional in¬ 
formation provided in the auditor's report at 
the conclusion of the fiscal year on March 31. 

The president next called on the general 
manager to report on correspondence re¬ 
ceived from members since the last Board 
meeting. The general manager said there 
had been a strong and favorable response to 
Mr. Firestone's letter to all sales consignors 
regarding plans for 1980 auctions. There 
were also letters endorsing the MHBA's offi¬ 
cial position as being opposed to bute and 
lasix at Maryland tracks. The last letter 
brought to the Board's attention was one 
from Jean Crook, the first paragraph of 
which read: "The Bowie Heritage Commit¬ 
tee of Bowie, Md., and a few Maryland 
horsemen such as myself, Mrs. Peggy Labrot 
Spence, Ross Peddicord and Snowden Car¬ 
ter are interested in setting up a permanent 
Maryland Museum of Thoroughbred Racing 
in the William Woodward Mansion and its 
nearby stable." Mrs. Crook asked for Board 
support in setting up and maintaining the 
proposed museum. She wrote: "Although 
the Bowie Heritage Committee and Bowie 
Town Council will allow us to use the build¬ 
ings in cooperation with the town at no cost 
to us, and already have a historical grant for 
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exterior work on the mansion; more funds 
and support will most definitely be needed 
and a specific program mapped out." 

After some discussion, the president said 
he would contact Board member Allaire du- 
Pont to see if she would be interested in 
chairing a committee which would investi¬ 
gate the matter. Mr. Qagett stated he was 
interested in the concept and would be 
pleased to serve as a committee member. 

The president next noted that Sales Com¬ 
mittee chairman Firestone was absent, but 
that he had prepared a written report on the 
committee meeting held December 13. The 
report was distributed and read by the gen¬ 
eral manager. 

The Sales Committee's report reads as 
follows: 

Sales Committee Report 

A meeting of the MHBA's Sales Commit¬ 
tee was held December 13. Committee mem¬ 
bers present were: Richards Rolapp, Dr. 
Charles Stancer, Margaret Riggs and myself. 
Also present were MHBA employees Marge 
Dance and Snowden Carter. 

The only matter of business was consid¬ 


eration of a projX)sed shift in sales partners, 
it having been suggested that the Maryland 
Sales Agency would be a more productive 
partner in auction sales than the Fasig- 
Tipton Company. 

Discussion lasted more than an hour with 
these points being made: 

1. The MHBA has a long-standing rela¬ 
tionship with F-T which is basically a 
good relationship, although minor 
points of complaint have from time to 
time been noted. 

2. The Committee can find no reason to 
believe that the MSA would offer better 
sales. No evidence has been presented 
that suggests a greatly different sales 
format and, consequently, the commit¬ 
tee can see no advantage in changing 
partners. 

3. It would be inappropriate to consider 
any change in partners prior to 1984, 
that being the year that the 20-year 
lease on the Timonium sales pavilion 
expires. It should be noted that without 
F-T's support, the pavilion would nev¬ 
er have been constructed.

Mr. Rolapp expressed the majority opinion 
when he said: "We would need more facts to 
make us change partners. We have nothing 
concrete. I can find many reasons for re¬ 
maining with Fasig-Tipton and no reason for 
changing." 

It was then moved that the Sales Commit¬ 
tee recommend to the Board that at the pres¬ 
ent time the agreement with Fasig-Tipton be 
continued. The motion carried 3 to 1. 

Kimball C. Firestone 

There was considerable discussion regard¬ 
ing the report. Mr. Jay moved that the report 
be approved by the Board with this addition: 
"That the Board continue its agreement with 
Fasig-Tipton unchanged through 1982, at 
that time the agreement to be re-evaluated." 
Mr. Small seconded the motion which 
passed without dissent. 

The president next noted that the MHBA 
had been invited to purchase a booth at the 
World Cup competitions which will be held 
at the Civic Center April 23-27. He said that 
because of the cost ($500 plus staff involve¬ 
ment), the general manager did not endorse 
the proposal. Mr. Merryman urged that the 
booth be purchased, citing favorable public¬ 
ity for the organization and its magazine. 
Mr. Mobberley moved that the MHBA ac¬ 
quire a booth jointly with some other organi¬ 
zation, such as Vordemberge's. Mr. Clagett 
seconded the motion which passed without 
dissent. 

The general manager reported that Mr. 
Taylor had telephoned him in mid-Decem¬ 
ber regarding a meeting with the MHBA's 
Legislative Committee at which time the 
problem of creating a non-profit racing setup 
in Maryland would be discussed. He had 
proposed that the meeting be held during 
the second week of January, adding that he 
would establish a definite time and date for 
the meeting,during the first week of January. 

The president asked for any new business 
not set forth on the agenda for the meeting. 
Ms. Voss then suggested that the minutes of 
all Board meetings be mailed to all Directors 
before excerpts are published in the maga¬ 
zine's President's Report. She said Directors 
could in that way check the minutes for accu¬ 
racy and prevent error in the President's Re¬ 
port.

farms and marketplace. This individual 
would come under the heading of Develop¬ 
ment. With board approval a committee 
would be formed to review prospects for this 
slot in management. It was discussed with 
Snowden Carter his activity in this realm and 
he stated that his field was running the 
magazine. It was brought out that in the 
history of the organization Humphrey Fin¬ 
ney was that man in the field and since then 
the magazine has an improved profile. How¬ 
ever, we acknowledged that more had to be 
done in promotion of our biggest source of 
revenue, the sales. It was the feeling of the 
committee that the proper person could 
stimulate enough business to justify his sal¬ 
ary. The Finance Committee recommends 
that subscriptions to the magazine increase 
from $10 to $15 per year commencing May 1, 
1980." 

Discussion on this report followed. It was 
generally agreed that the association does 
need the services of a person who would 
devote himself to sales, public relations, etc. 
Mr. Firestone said he felt this matter should, 
however, be reviewed bv his Sales Commit¬ 
tee before action is taken. The president 
agreed while also appointing a special com¬ 
mittee to consider candidates for such a posi¬ 
tion. He named to the special committee the 
general manager, Mr. Firestone, Mr. Merry- 
man and himself. He said his committee 
would not meet until after the Sales Commit¬ 
tee had considered the matter. Mr. O'Dono¬ 
van then moved that the price of the maga¬ 
zine be increased from $10 to $15, effective 
May 1. Mr. Bonsai seconded the motion. (It 
was explained that there would be no in¬ 
crease in costs for breeder/owner members.) 
The motion then carried unanimously. 

The president next turned to correspond¬ 
ence and communications addressed to the 
Board. 

First of these was a letter from E. Allen 
Murray, Jr., in which he had registered his 
deceased stallion Rebellious with the MHBA 
at the required fee of $100 and was protesting 
the requirement of this fee. In his letter, Mr. 
Murray said he objected strongly, adding 
that the registration requirement "may be 
illegal." He asked that the Board consider 
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President's Report conHnued 
rescinding the fee. There was general discus¬ 
sion in which it was noted that registration 
fees are not unique to Maryland and that 
virtually all state breeders organizations em¬ 
ploy this method by which to raise funds for 
organizational expenses. As to the question 
of legality, the Board decided to seek an 
opinion on the matter from attorney Hal C.B. 
Clagett. 

Next was Board member Small's com¬ 
munication regarding House Bill 802, now 
before the General Assembly. Mr. Small ex¬ 
plained that this bill would make snare traps 
illegal in Baltimore and Harford counties. He 
said that snare traps are vicious devices 
which ensnare small animals in a pitiable 
manner. He urged that the Board go on rec¬ 
ord as supporting this bill by sending letters 
to the governor, the president of the Senate 
and the speaker of the House of Delegates. 
His request was put into a motion, and, after 
being duly seconded, was unanimously 
passed. 

Mr. Small was then asked by the president 
to report on his Breeders Forum committee 
which is in charge of making arrangements 


for the national breeders meeting to be held 
in Maryland this fall. Mr. Small noted that 
headquarters for the meeting will be at the 
Hunt Valley Inn, registration to begin on 
Sunday, September 28. On Monday, the 
group will visit Sagamore Farm and on Tues¬ 
day it is the committee's recommendation 
that the Port Welcome be used to transport 
the entire group to Chesapeake City for a 
tour of Windfields Farm. Mr. Small said he 
expected participants in the conference to 
more or less pay for the entire cost but added 
that he could not foretell such things as 
weather and other acts of God. He asked that 
the Board authorize an MHBA expenditure 
to cover any deficit. He was confident, he 
said, that at the worst the deficit would not 
exceed $4,000. After some discussion, the 
Board voted to underwrite such costs. 

The general manager next informed the 
Board that the office had received several 
telephone complaints regarding the absence 
of Christmas sale summaries in The MARY¬ 
LAND Horse. He said that he had not carried 
summaries of the two most recent Christmas 
sales because he felt that a competing sales 
company was not entitled to such promo-

tion, the success of the competitor having an 
adverse effect on the MHBA's finances. Af¬ 
ter some discussion, it was moved and sec¬ 
onded that summaries of the Christmas auc¬ 
tions be printed in The Maryland Horse.

This letter reported that the Laurel race 
course had mistakenly overpaid the Mary¬ 
land Futurity's purse by $15,000 and also 
explained how the problem had been set¬ 
tled. The letter stated that by mutual agree¬ 
ment, it had been decided to have Laurel 
advance the sum needed this year for breed¬ 
er and stallion awards with that sum to be 
recovered in 1980 from money earmarked for 
Maryland Fund purse distribution. After 
some discussion, the Board approved the 
action. 

The president next read a "notice of meet¬ 
ing" from the TOBA signed by Penny Ring- 
quist. The notice informed the MHBA that a 
Trustees and Membership meeting would be 
held in Arcadia, California, on February 6.

The president asked the Board whether the 
MHBA should send a representative to this 
meeting. After discussion, it was agreed that 
the general manager should check with Mrs. 
Ringquist regarding the agenda for the meet¬ 
ing and then let the president decide wheth¬ 
er our attendance would be worthwhile.

Commission On Racing 
Reform Report: Part II 

The Governor's Commission on Racing Reform 
produced its first report on December 11. The first 
portion of that report zuas published by this ma¬ 
gazine last month. Following is its conclusion. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

The Commission makes the following rec¬ 
ommendations. 

Racing^s Regulatory Structure 

At present, Maryland racing is regulated 
by a part-time ten member Racing Commis¬ 
sion comprised of two five-member Boards, 
one for TTioroughbred and one for harness 
racing. The Commission believes that there 
exists a pressing need for expert, full-time 
regulation and to that end recommends the 
following proposal for legistlative action. 

The Racing Commission in its present 
form should be replaced with a multi-person 
Board empowered to exercise broad policy¬ 
making functions. This Board, in turn, 
would appoint a full-time Executive Director 
who would exercise delineated regulatory 
powers and be responsible for administra¬ 
tive matters. This would result in a two-tier 
regulatory body. Selection by the Board 
should tend to make the Executive Director 
more politically independent that direct gu¬ 
bernatorial appointment. 

The Commission suggests that the Board 
consist of five members, appointed by the 
Governor with the consent of the Senate, to 
serve staggered four-year terms. The Gover¬ 
nor would designate one member as chair¬ 
man who would preside at Board meetings. 
It should be stipulated by law that one mem¬ 
ber be knowledgeable or experienced in 
some aspect of Thoroughbred racing and 
another member be similarly knowledgeable 
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or experienced in harness racing. There 
should be no such condihon of qualification 
with respect to the remaining three mem¬ 
bers. It is envisioned that members of the 
Board would receive a reasonable per diem 
stipend and be reimbursed for expenses. 
Board members or their immediate families 
should be prohibited from training or racing 
horses in Maryland and having a financial 
interest in any Maryland racing association 
during their tenure. 

In addition to appointing the Executive 
Director, the Board should be empowered to 
adopt rules and regulations, award racing 
dates, appoint racing officials recommended 
to it by the Executive Director and approve 
changes in the number of days awarded to 
any one track over a preceding year. 

Under this proposed regulatory scheme 
an essential function of the Board would be 
the appointment of a highly qualified and 
experienced person to serve at its pleasure as 
a ^11-time Executive Director. A majority of 
the Board should be empowered to appoint 
or remove the Executive Director. The Ex¬ 
ecutive Director should receive a substantial 
salary, and be a non-merit system State em¬ 
ployee with membership in the Retirement 
System. In addition to the restrictions im¬ 
posed upon the activities of Board members, 
the Executive Director and his immediate 
family should be prohibited during his ser¬ 
vice from owning or training racehorses in 
any jurisdiction, and from wagering on 
Maryland racing. 

The Maryland Horse 



The Executive Director should hear con¬ 
tested cases arising as appeals from rulings 
issued by, or referrals from, the stewards or 
judges. Any appeal from the Executive Di¬ 
rector's decision should proceed directly to 
court under the Administrative Procedure 
Act. The Board should not have any review 
authority over decisions made by the Execu¬ 
tive Director in contested cases. In addition 
to his quasi-judicial function, the Executive 
Director would be responsible for daily office 
operation, including all matters of licensing, 
the collection of fees and taxes and the prep¬ 
aration and issuance of reports. 

More importantly, it should be provided 
that, with the approval of a majority of the 
Board, the Executive Director be empowered 
to order that improvements be made to rac¬ 
ing facilities by the associations. He would 
also be in an excellent position to recom¬ 
mend adjustments to the allocation of mu- 
tuel taxes and rates. 

Employment by State of Racing Officials 

At the present time only certain racing 
personnel are employed directly by the State 


of Maryland. The law provides that specified 
racing officials, including stewards and 
judges, are to be employed and paid by the 
association conducting the race meeting in 
progress. This creates an apparent conflict of 
interest problem, for while stewards and 
judges are all appointed by the Racing Com¬ 
mission, their compensation is borne by the 
associations. The Commission believes that 
the time has come to make stewards, judges, 
veterinarians, chemists and full-time clerical 
employees working for the regulatory body 
at the tracks non-merit system State emp¬ 
loyees, including membership in the Retire¬ 
ment System. At present these officials, with 
the exception of the chemists, are paid on a 
per diem basis, without paid vacations or 
holidays, although almost all of them serve 
the State's interest in regulating the conduct 
of racing on a daily basis throughout the 
year. It is also anticipated that, under the 
existing system, it would be difficult to find 
replacements for those officials, when the 
need arises, from the very limited pool of 
qualified persons. It is hoped that increased 
job security and benefits will make these po¬ 
sitions more attractive to encourage interest 
in the future.

It is estimated that direct employment by 
the State of personnel will save the associa¬ 
tions more than $1,000 per racing day. Based 
on fiscal 1979 data, the assumption of re¬ 
sponsibility for the payment of wages and 
Social Security for these employments 
would have cost the State approximately 
$693,602. Even when the additional retire¬ 
ment costs and other benefits are added to 
this figure, the total cost to the State would 
be approximately $850,000 for fiscal 1981. 

Abolition of the Mile Tracks Racing Fund 

The Racing Fund began in 1947 as a mech¬ 
anism through which the Racing Commis¬ 
sion could maintain some leverage against 
the mile track Thoroughbred associations to 
insure that necessary track improvements 
would be made. At present the Fund re¬ 
ceives one-half of one percent of all money 
wagered at mile track Thoroughbred race 
meetings, which is deducted from the track's 
share of the mutuel take. The tracks must 
obtain the approval of the Racing Commis¬ 
sion for a contemplated improvement before 
being permitted to draw from the Fund. 


Whether or not the Racing Fund may have 
been effective at some time in the past, it has 
outlived its viability. The difficulty is that 
amounts spent for improvements approved 
as qualifying for reimbursement from the 
Fund greatly exceed both the Fund's assets 
and anticipated income for a number of 
years. The deficit has become so great that, 
as a practical matter, the Fund has become 
wholly ineffectual. Accordingly, the Com¬ 
mission recommends that it be abolished 
through repeal. 

Participation in MIDFA 

The Maryland Industrial Development Fi¬ 
nancing Authority (MIDFA) was created as 
part of the Department of Economic and 
Community Development "to encourage the 
making of loans for the purpose of furthering 
industrial expansion in the State, and dis¬ 
couraging the relocation of industry." The 
General Assembly created MIDFA after 
finding a need for new and expanded in¬ 
dustrial enterprise in Maryland to preserve 
and better the State's economy. The Com¬ 
mission believes that the improvement of the

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Maryland racing industry through the bet¬ 
terment of Thoroughbred and harness track 
facilities comports with the goals established 
by the General Assembly for MIDFA. While 
it may very well be that under present law 
the racing associations are eligible to partici¬ 
pate in MIDFA's programs, the Commission 
feels that in order to remove any doubt in 
this regard, the MIDFA statutes should be 
amended to expressly allow such participa¬ 
tion on the same terms with other eligible 
enterprises. 

Promotional Techniques 

At its October, 1979, meeting the Thor¬ 
oughbred Racing Board of the Maryland 
Racing Commission authorized the associa¬ 
tions to experiment with Sunday racing.

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Commission Report continued 
creased and imaginative promotional efforts 
are absolutely essential if the racing industry 
is to improve. This Commission also believes 
that both the Racing Commission and the 
associations have responsibilities in this re¬ 
spect and a concerted drive is needed to re¬ 
verse the effects of years of stagnation. 

Consolidation 

The term "consolidation" is used exclu¬ 
sively with respect to the Thoroughbred in¬ 
dustry and is restricted to the two following 
concepts: 

1. The incorporation of racing days now 
allocated to half-mile racing into the 
mile circuit and 

2. The legal and physical incorporation of 
the mile racing now conducted at three 
tracks into racing at two tracks. . 

Timonium 

The Commission has concluded that a 
near term objective of the State should be the 
elimination of half-mile flat racing and that 
the days currently assigned to Timonium 
should be run at a mile track for the benefit of

the Maryland State Fair and Agricultural 
Association. 

If the racing days assigned to Timonium 
were run at a mile track, it appears that all 
interested parties would benefit. The use of a 
facility with a mile track, a turf course, a 
clubhouse, and a large, air-conditioned 
grandstand, and the better quality horses 
which could be attracted, strongly indicate 
an increased attendance and handle over 
that which can be realized at Timonium. This 
would produce a larger total take-out for the 
benefit of the Timonium association, higher 
purses for the horsemen than can be paid at 
Timonium and greater revenues for the State. 

The running at a mile track of the days 
assigned to Timonium would also eliminate 
a negative impact which the meeting at Ti¬ 
monium currently has on Maryland racing as 
a whole. The Commission is satisfied that a 
number of Maryland horsemen take their 
stables to Delaware Park at the commence¬ 
ment of its meeting because they do not de¬ 
sire to race at a half-mile facility, and are 
concerned that they will not obtain stabling 
at Delaware Park if they do not move their 
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horses to Delaware for the opening of its 
meeting. This affects the quality of racing 
and the size of the fields toward the end of 
the Maryland meeting which immediately 
precedes racing at Timonium. 

There are those, including some members 
of the Commission, who believe that it is 
beneficial for Timonium to afford an oppor¬ 
tunity for racing to those horsemen whose 
Thoroughbreds are of a lesser quality than 
those generally racing at Maryland mile 
tracks, and that the tradition of racing con¬ 
ducted by the State Fair association should 
be continued. The Commission is of the 
opinion that the arguments against con¬ 
tinued racing at Timonium carry greater 
weight, particularly when measured against 
the standard of the good of the industry as a 
whole. 

If the dates assigned to Timonium were 
run elsewhere, it would, in any event, be 
necessary for Timonium to continue to main¬ 
tain its bams and the horse auction pavilion. 

The Commission does not recommend an 
attempt to legislate this proposal at the pres¬ 
ent time. The Commission does, however, 
recommend that the Maryland State Fair and 
Agricultural Association be encouraged to 
undertake holding its meeting at a mile track 
on an experimental basis. In recognition of 
the expense of maintaining its bams and 
sales pavilion which Timonium would con¬ 
tinue to bear for the good of Maryland racing 
as a whole, and as an incentive to Timonium 
to undertake the proposed experiment, the 
Commission recommends the appropriation 
of a grant to Timonium, conditioned on Ti¬ 
monium conducting its meeting at a mile 
track under a plan acceptable to the regula¬ 
tory authority. It is suggested that this con¬ 
tingent grant cover the anticipated base rent 
payable. If the experiment were successful, 
legislation necessary to continue the plan 
could be sought. 

Incorporation into Two Tracks 

Consolidation of Thoroughbred racing at 
two of the three existing mile tracks could 
result either by private agreement, with the 
then legally requisite regulatory approval 
and legislative authorization, or it could re¬ 
sult by means of State action imposed upon 
the Thoroughbred associations, most prob¬ 


ably through a governmental regulatory au¬ 
thority of some type. 

It is considerably easier to list the major 
problems involved in consolidation to two 
tracks than to quantify with precision the net 
saving realistically to be expected from such 
a consolidation. It is, however, reasonably 
clear that Pimlico should be a surviving track 
because of its location in Baltimore, the 
Preakness, and the relatively good quality of 
its physical facility. 

A partial checklist of the questions to be 
resolved in an evaluation of consolidation 
would include: 

1. Was the washout of the Laurel track in 
the fall of 1979 a mere temporary occur¬ 
rence, or was it related to a more sub¬ 
stantial problem? 

2. Which of Laurel or Bowie should even¬ 
tually be closed, or should both be 
closed and a new facility constructed at 
another site? 

3. Should the track which is closed by 
consolidation be maintained as a train¬ 
ing facility, or should a training facility 
at a different site be constructed? 

4. If no training facility at a location other 
than a surviving track is utilized, how 
many additional stalls would be re¬ 
quired at the surviving track, and 
should a training track be built at a sur¬ 
viving track? 

5. What is a reasonable estimate of the 
savings, if any, by way of reduced, con¬ 
solidated operational expenses under 
the alternatives outlined above, and 
what is a reasonable estimate of the net 
cash flow to be realized from future 
operations? 

In the course of its work, the Commission 
met on a number of occasions with represen¬ 
tatives of Pimlico, Bowie and Laurel Race 
Course, both jointly and severally. Pimlico 
presented a proposal for private consolida¬ 
tion under which it would acquire the two 
other mile tracks. That proposal was not ac¬ 
ceptable to either Bowie or to Laurel Race 
Course. Laurel Race Course presented the 
outlines of a proposal under which it would 
combine with Bowie. The Commission un¬ 
derstands the Bowie position to be that it is 
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Commission Report continued 
primarily interested in continued operation 
with an increased share of the take-out, Sun¬ 
day racing and a serious exploration of possi¬ 
ble off-track betting. 

Against this background, the Commission 
strongly favors a consolidation effected by 
private agreement among the three mile as¬ 
sociations which would so clearly reflect the 
public interest as to obtain all necessary reg¬ 
ulatory and legislative approvals and autho¬ 
rizations. An acceptable plan under which 
two existing mile tracks agree to consolidate 
into one, with an appropriate reallocation of 
racing days, might well be the basis for an 
increase of the takeout to the associations. 
The fundamental business judgments which 
are involved in consolidation are best made 
by those engaged in the business of conduc¬ 
ting racing, subject to the approval of those 
public officials who have responsibility in 
the matter. 

However, the Commission recognizes 
that the consolidation issue has been dis¬ 
cussed in Maryland for many years, without 
any resolution. The Commission therefore 
recommends that the General Assembly ap- 


for further study directed toward a possible 
State acquisition of the facilities, and any 
rights in racing days of the mile associations. 
The Commission recommends that it be con¬ 
tinued in existence for the purpose of arrang¬ 
ing for, and supervising at least the initial 
phases of, two studies. The first would be an 
engineering study of the soil conditions at 
Laurel Race Course. The second would be a 
feasibility study, conducted by a competent 
management consulting firm, designed to 
quantify any net savings reasonably to be 
anticipated from alternate consolidation for¬ 
mats, and determine the cash flow which 
would be available to retire a bond issue or 
issues utilized to acquire the three mile 
tracks, sequentially or at one time, and to 
make immediate improvements.

AHSA Makes Awards 

A breeder and trainer of Arabian horses 
and one of the nation's top dressage instruc¬ 
tors have been named as recipients of the 
1979 American Horse Shows Association- 
Hermes Horseman and Horsewoman-of-the 
Year awards. 

Gene LaCroix of Scottsdale, Ariz., and 
Kay Meredith of Waverly, W. Va., were se¬ 
lected to be honored for their achievements 
in horse sports through balloting on the part 
of the nationwide membership of the AHSA. 

The presentation was made by Xavier 
Guerrand-Hermes, president of Hermes' 
United States operations, at the AHSA's 
convention in Colorado Springs last month. 
The two awards, which are sponsored by 
Hermes, have been presented for the past 20 
years and represent perhaps the highest 
honors given to individuals in the horse 
show world. 

World Cup 

Forty of the world's most accomplished 
show jumping riders will meet in Baltimore 
in late April to compete for $60,000 in prize 
money and the title of World Cup Cham¬ 
pion, the highest international honor award¬ 
ed to amateur and professional riders in indi¬ 
vidual competition in this sport. 

The World Cup 1980 at the Civic Center 
will consist of a warm-up competition and 
Equestrian Extravaganza on Wednesday, 
April 23. The Grand Prix competitions will 
be held on Thursday at 4 and 8 p.m. and 
Friday at 4 and 8 p.m. Saturday is a rest day 
and also the date of the Maryland Hunt Cup. 
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The finals will be held on Sunday at 2 p. m. 

Riders will compete in two World Cup 
preliminary circuits comprised of nine North 
American and ten European Grand Prix, to 
qualify for the World Cup. Amateur and pro¬ 
fessional riders gain eligibility to compete in 
the preliminary event based on their previ¬ 
ous performances in international competi¬ 
tion. 

The World Cup competition was estab¬ 
lished in 1979 by the FEI (Federation Eques- 
tre Internationale), the governing body of 
international horse sports. The inaugural 
World Cup competition was held last year in 
Gothenberg, Sweden, to sellout crowds. 

American hopefuls for the World Cup in¬ 
clude a list of outstanding athletes. Challen¬ 
gers include Michael Matz, a veteran mem¬ 
ber of the United States Equestrian Team; 
Melanie Smith, the 1979 Insilco Grand Prix 
Rider of the Year; Bemie Traurig; Conrad 
Holmfeld and Dennis Murphy. 

4-H Ride-A-Thon 

Sixty-four horses and ponies stretched out 
for a half-mile along the roads and trails of 
the first annual 4-H Ride-A-Thon held re¬ 
cently to benefit the Carroll county 4-H 
Horseback Riding for the Handicapped pro¬ 
gram. Riders from four surrounding coun¬ 
ties joined Carroll countians in pledging 
$2,120.75, insuring the continuation of this 
therapeutic riding activity. 

The ride started at the Agricultural Center 
in Westminster and covered a ten-mile circu¬ 
lar route through the countryside, bringing 
the participants back to the Ag Center at a 
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leisurely pace. Refreshments donated by 
Mann's Cider Mill, Baugher's Fruit Market 
and the Hoofbeat 4-H Saddle Qub were 
served at the completion of the ride. 

"We are very excited that seven of our 
handicappers were able to ride in the Ride- 
A-Thon," stated 4-H extension agent Bob 
Shirley. "This was by far the longest and 
most difficult test for them to date." Shirley 
also said that weekly riding lessons for the 
handicappers would be starting again in the 
spring as soon as the weather breaks. 

Patty Kram of Westminster received an 
award for the highest number of pledges 
(109) while Beth Talbert was runner-up with 
%. Ann Costa of Millers had the most dollars 
pledged for any rider with $188.50. Joan 
Schruefer was cited for having the most dol¬ 
lars collected with Carol DeBow the runner- 
up. Rebecca Burk and Molly Mashbum, 
from Ashton in Montgomery county, were 
recognized as having come the greatest dis¬ 
tance to participate while Kimberly Baile at 4 
years of age was the youngest person to ride 
the ten-mile route. 

Junior Event Added 

A major new event for junior riders has 
been added to the 1980 horse show schedule. 

To be called the North American Junior 
Championships, the three-day show will be 
held October 3-5 at the Devon (Pa.) Horse 
Show grounds. 

According to David M. Wright, president 
of North American Championships, Inc., 
which will stage the event, the date and loca¬ 
tion were selected in order to enable a max¬ 
imum number of competitors to enter and 
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show at one of the finest permanent eques¬ 
trian facilities in the count^. 

"The show will be the week before the 
American Horse Shows Association Junior 
Jumper Competition and the AHSA Hunter 
Seat Medal finals in Harrisburg, Pa., and our 
initial research has indicated that many ju¬ 
niors and their trainers from all parts of the 
nation will welcome two weekends of com¬ 
petition on the same trip," Wright said. 

The North American Junior Champion¬ 
ships, which will be an AHSA-recognized 
event, will offer exhibitors an innovative 
series of competitions for Junior Hunters, 
Equitation and Junior Jumpers. Three 
rounds will be held in each division. Each 
competitor in Junior Hunters and Equitation 
will be scored by three judges in each round. 
Junior Jumpers will receive points based on 
placings. After the three divisions have con¬ 
cluded, the 25 riders with the highest overall 
average scores will compete in the finals 
Sunday afternoon. Ribbons will be awarded 
from first through tenth places in each of the 
divisions. 

Prizes for the final standings will consist of 
scholarships; Gold, Silver and Bronze med¬ 
als for first through third places, and ribbons 
for fourth through tenth positions. 

Hawkins Gets Post 

Stephen O. Hawkins has been elected as¬ 
sistant secretary-treasurer of the American 
Horse Shows Association. 

In his new post, Mr. Hawkins will partici¬ 
pate with other officers and directors of the 
Association in the creation and implementa¬

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30 Years Ago This Month 

The Maryland Horse 

Reported . . . 

■ Shown on the cover was Maryland's first 
foal of the 1950's, a filly by Cassis out of the 
Peace Chance mare Peace Dance, foaled at 
the late Danny Shea's Merryland Farm on 
January 2. 

■ Don Reed, in his column "The Racing 
Scene," described the 1950 Maryland racing 
schedule as being different from years past. 
"The opening of the season at Laurel consti¬ 
tutes a rather startling change in the Mary¬ 
land lineup, for Bowie has been the opener 
and closer of the season for many, many 
years ... It has been announced that there 
will be no steeplechasing, either at Laurel or 
Pimlico, in the spring and while many ardent 
followers of the infield sport will be disap¬ 
pointed, the reasons advanced for the elimi¬ 
nation of this branch of the sport can hardly 
be criticized. First of all, a March 25 opening 
at Laurel is mighty early for the jumpers and 
it is doubtful that more than a handful would 
be available for competition. Pimlico's meet¬ 
ing will coincide largely with the Belmont 
meeting and definitely there are not enough 
good jumpers to keep the races filled at two 
meetings at once . . . Whether the loss of 
opportunity will freeze out some owners or 
not remains to be seen. Steeplechasing has 
long been a favorite with many racegoers 
who will resent the change to a program of 
flat races only at Pimlico, though President 
Harry A. Parr III has indicated that the 
change may only be a temporary one."

■ Joe Palmer, shifting his base from New 
York to Florida, commented on racing there 
in his column. "There seems to have been a 
remarkable number of claims during the ear¬ 
ly part of the Florida season, some of them 
quite successful. One of these was Eagle Eye, 
a black 6-year-old Discovery horse which 
grew up at Alfred G. Vanderbilt's Sagamore 
Farm but has done most of his racing for 
Gustave Ring, of Washington. He was put in 
a claimer at Tropical Park, and the Jerry Mc¬ 
Carthy Stable of Detroit took him for 
$12,500. He was run back in an allowance 
race and finished second, and then on Janu¬ 
ary 30 he won, still in the allowance class . .. 
Eagle Eye is by Discovery from Balking, the 
latter a very fast 2-year-old filly in her day... 
Some time ago Vanderbilt was asked if he 
had any particular theory on breeding Thor¬ 
oughbreds. 'Breed Discovery to Balking and 
hope for the best,' was the answer . . . 

"Another Vanderbilt-bred was Miss 
Disco, now owned by Sidney S. Shupper. 
Never a great mare. Miss Disco has been 
getting a chunk of it now and then for her 
five seasons on the track. She is also by Dis¬ 
covery out of Outdone, a daughter of Pom- 
pey . . . (Editor's note: Among the 11 foals 
produced by Miss Disco was Bold Ruler, 
horse of the year at 3 and leading sire on 
eight separate occasions.) If any brilliant 2- 
year-olds have been produced during the 
first half of the meeting they have escaped 
the writer. One reason I think the baby races 
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haven't been very good is that Florida-breds 
have been winning so many of them ... Of 
course Florida-breds get a step or two at the 
gate in the form of a five-pound allowance. 
At the same time it does have to be admitted 
that the last two or three crops of Florida- 
breds have been many pounds better than 
those which raced here earlier. Once an offi¬ 
cial of the Florida Breeders Association said 
publicly that all Florida needed to compete 
successfully in Thoroughbred breeding with 
Kentucky, Virginia and Maryland was 'bet¬ 
ter stallions, better mares and better gras¬ 
ses.' This is perfectly true of Florida, and also 
of Hell." 

■ Mary H. Cadwalader, in her Maryland 
Foxhunting Report, detailed the status of the 
nine recognized hunts in Maryland in 1950. 
"Members of the Potomac Hunt down at 
Rockville, 15 miles from the nation's capital, 
have noted somewhat fewer foxes in their 
country this season and also evidence of 
mange in the foxes, as has been observed 
elsewhere in Maryland, though not in any 
serious degree. .. . Messrs. John D. Bowling 
and William H. Brooke are joint Masters of 
the Marlborough Hunt, only recognized 
group in the Southern Maryland area, and 
one that rejoices in 'plenty of foxes' this year. 

. . The Redland Hunt in Montgomery county 
can boast a hard riding season, with five kills 
claimed to date, according to Master T.T. 
Mott and to hunt reporter Mrs. F.J. Mc- 
Sherry . . . From the Howard County Hunt 
near Glenelg, Master Augustus Riggs IV also 
sends the word: plenty of foxes . . .
